NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The University lor the first time in the history of the University of Cam- 
Lectureship bridge, English Literature has been oflicially recognised by 
at Cambridge. the establishment of a University Lectureship, and the 
newly created post forms an interesting chapter in the history 
of University studies. For years it has been regarded as an anomaly that, 
with the exception of the Anglo-Saxon Professorship, tlie national Language 
and Literature had no official representative. Among those who have been 
foremost in urging the need of removing this reproach, the justly esteemed 
and revered Professor Skeat stands out pre-eminent ; and about two years 
ago (as some of our readers will remember) a public appeal was made to the 
country for contributions to an Endowment Fund. It has throughout been 
an open secret among the scholars of Eagland that the most helpful element 
in the movement was the presence at Cambridge of one who was deservedly 
considered the ideal man for the post: and many of the contributors to the 
lund, which has established the Lectureship in perpetuity, have contributed 
with the full conviction, that Cambridge would. promote to the office Mr. 
Israel Gollancz, as he had in so many different ways helped on English 
studies throughout England. Rarely in the history of the University has 
there been so much unanimity as in this matter, or such distinction conferred 
upon one comparatively young in years. It is one thing to congratulate our- 
selyes as Jews on the removal of University Tests ; but it is a tenfold source 
of congratulation when a coreligionist, like Mr. Gollancz, with strong Jewish 
sympathies, has been the direct cause of founding at a University a 
Chair, (for the national Language of Literature, be it observed) which 
will continue -as long as the University remains, Those who have 
watched the career of Mr. Gollancz will not be surprised at this latest success, 
quite unique in its character, In the present case, there was perfect unanimity 
among the foremost English scholars as to Mr. Gollanez’s undoubted claim 
to this distinguished post. He was, as is well known, the nominee of his 
famous teacher, Prof. Skeat, and among others of his supporters were sach 
scholars as Dr. Abbott and Dr. Furnival, Professors Hales, Ker, York Powell, 
Hertford and Napier, the Rey. Stopford Brooke, Mr. Henry Bradley, and 
Mr. Sidney Lee. With what satisfaction Mr. Gollancz’s seniors welcome him 
among their foremost authorities, may be judged from the following words, 
coming as they do from the venerable Dr. Murray of the sister University, 
more widely known as the Editor-in-Chief of the great New English Dic- 
tionary. ‘ Cambridge is to be congratulated,” he says, ‘‘in having produced 
a student of so much merit, and so well fitted to carry on the tradition of 
English scholarship in his a/ma mater, The new University Lectureship in 
English will be honoured by having so distinguished a man as its first expo- 
nent. May it never pass into less worthy hands!” 


Jewish The circular issued by the Board of Deputies to Jewish 
Employers occupiers of factories and workshops has our heartiest sym- 


beckery Ab: pathy in its ostensible aims, but we hope that the Law and 


Parliamentary Committee of the Board of Deputies is as 
inaccurate in its statements referring to recent events as in those relating to 
not very ancient history. It starts with the following assertion :— 


In the year 1878, when the Factory and Workshop Bill was before Parliament, the 
Board, with the aid of the late Sir David Salomons, M.P , succeeded in obtaining the inser- 
tion in the Bill of special exemptions for the exclusive benefit of Jewish occupiers of 
Factories and Workshops who respect the Jewish Sabbath and abstain from work thereon , 


In the year 1878 it was, unfortunately, impossible for the late Sir David 
Salomons to have aided the Board of Deputies. That estimable philanthropist 
departed this life in July, 1873. A Factory Act was, indeed, passed in 1878, 
which contained in sections 50 and 51 some exemptions in favour of observant 
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Jews. Those sections were a re-enactment, with alterations, of a Statute passed 
in 1871. The Act of 1871 was passed by the exertions of Sir David Salomons, 
who introduced it into the House ot Commons and obtained for it the sponsor- 
ship of Lord Shaftesbury in the House of Lords. Sir David Salomons at 
that period of his life was not accustomed to co-operate with the Board of 
Deputies. Sir John Simon at that and other times lent his benevolent aid to 
the Parliamentary work of the Board of Deputies, and is entitled to be 
mentioned with gratitude by the Board as well as by all interested in the 
progress of Judaism. - But the Board of Deputies does well to recognise the 
name of Sir David Salomons as the. first to introdace upon the Statnte-book 
the just provision that Jews who rest on their Sabbath may work on Sanday, 
provided that they do not offend their Christian neighbours by actnal traffic 
and that they in other respects comply with the requirements of the law. It 
would have been wiser on the part of the Board not to say in its circular that 
the privileges referred to were obtained by the loard. ‘The re-enactment of 
the Statute of 1871 in the codifying Act of 1878 cannot fairly be so 
represented, 


— — 


The Board of Deputies has been pained to learn that in 


Pa aeel many instances Jewish occupiers of factories are grossly 
alnsea abusing the privileges in question, that masters who 


employ both Christian and Jewish workers permit the 
former to work on Saturday, and the latter on Sunday. The Board 


while they avail themselves freely of Sunday labour, work their hands on 
Saturday, not only until the legal hour of closing (4 o'clock), but after, till 5, 


shops are among the most flagrant violators of the provisions as to 
the hours to be allowed to their hands for meals. The circular consti- 
tutes, on the whole, a very grave indictment, and we sincerely hope 
that the picture is over-charged. Some of the statements made are appa- 
rently taken (without acknowledgment) from an interview with Mr. Lakeman 
published in our columns, but we did not utter these sweeping charges as 
accusations of our own, nor make the damaging admissions, in excess of Mr. 
Lakeman’s complaints, which the Board now circulates at the expense of the 
Ilome Office, and without stating redeeming cases. Some of the offences 
alleged are of the meanest and grossest nature. If any large part of the accusa- 
tions be true, the Board is well within bounds in warning offending employers 
that not only are they in danger of punishment for violation of the law, but 
that the privileges which they and others enjoy may be altogether withdrawn 
if such abuses are continued. If the state of things exists which the Board 


alleges, no exertion should be spared to put an end to it. Neglect of the 


Factory Acts is indeed common, and we have had to quote cases in our 
columns. No one acquainted with the working population but has heard 
complaints of the small masters who * have no Act,” that is, who do not 
hang up the prescribed forms in their workshops or comply with the regula- 
tions which ought thus to be made public. This is not an offence confined 


which legislation has imposed at meal-times. The working double-tides, on 
Saturday and Sunday alike, is the meanest and most wicked offence, It is as 
if a merchant were excused from jury service on the Sabbath and immediately 
jumped into a cab to drive to the Stock Exchange. We are sorry to believe 
that a certain number of the offences charged have been committed. But 
the delusive preamble to the remonstrances of the Board tempts us to hope 
that the evils which exist have been exaggerated by a body which was prima- 
rily concerned to exalt the importance of its own services without stopping to 
en«juire into the justice of its claims or the consequences of its statements. 


: As we have often mentioned, the reforms in the ritual that 
English at the jaye been introduced at Berkeley Street do not as yet 
Reform 
Synagogue. include the substitution of Moglish prayers for Hebrew. The 
only portion of the service that is rendered in the vernacular 
in addition to the sermon, is the Haphtorah. Even the prayer for the 
Royal Family, which has been read in many Orthodox Synagogues in English 
for a quarter of a century or longer, has not been altered from its original 
Hebrew setting. But things are not likely to remain in this condition much 
longer. for some two or three years the Council and Ministers have been 
engaged in deliberating on the ritual question, and have decided to recommend 
the eongregation to adopt a number of changes in the service, the most 
important of which comprise the introduction of various English 
prayers. The question will be brought before the congregation at a 
general meeting to be held after Passover. It is probable that the 
proposed alterations will be adopted, as there is a strong feeling in their 
favour, particularly among the younger members of the congregation ; while 
the ministers have also expressed themselves strongly in sympathy with the 
movement. Oflate yearsthe attendance on Sabbatlis has become exceedingly 
sparse, and it is hoped that, if the service ‘s made more attractive to the 
present generation by being rendered in the vernacular, the effect 
will be to infuse new life into the synagogue, and to induce the 
congregation to evince an interest in it which hitherto has been sadly lacking. 
Butallare notofthisopinion. Thereisa compact, conservative party opposed 
to these innovations, and as they comprise some of the leading members who 
have been associated with the West London Synagogue since its foundation, 
and whose opinions carry great weight, it is by no means certain that the 
advocates of change will have things all their own way.

Cons. synagogue is deserted is to be found in the fact that the 
service is antiquated ; it does not respond to the spiritual

yearnings of present-day Jews. It needs shortening and modernising, and, 


also states in general language that “many” Jewish occupiers of factories, — 


above all things, it should be conducted in a language which is understood by 
the people. Hebrew is not generally comprehended. A large and increasing 
number cannot even read it. And even those who know Hebrew thoroughly 
are not in the habit of thinking in Hebrew; it is impossible, therefore, that 
they should feel the same devotion as if they were praying in their mother- 
tongue. To realise the meaning of what they are saying, they must first 
translate it mentally into English. The effort which this involves is too 
great to be sustained for a length of time. Hence, a service entirely in 
Llebrew tends to become a more. or less mechanical performance ; the 
worshippers take no part in it, and become mere listless spectators, On the 
other side, it is argued that this attitude on the part of worshippers is 
engendered by the ignorance of Hebrew, that if parents looked that 
their children were thoroughly grounded in a knowledge of the Sacred 
Tongue, they would grow up to take an interest in public worship, and would 
show no hesitation to participate actively in the service of prayer and song. 
As for innovations in the service improving the Sabbath attendance, itis pointed 
out that whenever they have been undertaken with that object the result has 
usually been disappointing. . There is an increased attendance for a time, but 
as soon as the novelty of change weara off, things have a habit of slipping 
back into their old unsatisfactory state. The synagogues which have 
admitted least changes are among those which are best attended and where 
the devotion is most conspicuous, The Reform Synagogue itself was founded 
to meet the needs of those who desired a more spiritual service, yet its 
attendances are worse than those of most Orthodox Synagogues. Again, it 


is urged in favour of the retention of Hebrew that it is an international 
language, and a bond of union among Jews all-over the world. While the

may visit. Abolish Hebrew, and this advantage is lost. Desides, it is 
not only a link between the Jews of all countries, it is a link which con- 
nects us with our past. Judaism is essentially a historical religion, it is a 
system of traditions which extend back continuously into a past of great 
antiquity. We cannot wrench Judaism from its. historical associations 
without fundamentally altering its character. And one of the most powerful 
of these associations is the retention of the language in which Jews have 
been accustomed to pray from time immemorial.

Ic corresponds with tbe work of the 
auditor, controller or inspector who is employed in most lerge commercial and 
financial undertakings to supervise the accounts from day t» day, The werk can 
only be done by thcse who are conversant with the details of the office, and in 
each institutiou the honorary officer, whose duty it is to give orders for expendi- 
ture, is presumably the best person to see, at as early a date as possible, that the 
orders have been carried out properly and that no unautorised expenditure has 
taken place. Ic is inadvisable to go too closely into the details of such an audit 
in the public press, but I would only point out that there are means known to 
every business man of properly supervising the business he controls, and by 
adapting these to the c rcumstances, he can either prevent fraud cr at least 
detect 16 immediately. The annual audit, even if it does detect fraud, which it 
might not in the case of forgery or alteration or des'raction of vouchers, 
receipt counterfoils, etc , would do soin any case too late to be of use.

The object of the audit of charity accounts is threefold :— 

1. To ensure the presentation of a statement of income and expenditure, 
which will truly represent the facts and be intelligible to persons who have no 
special knowledge of accounts. This I call the audit of the Treasurer's balance- 
sneet. 

2, To ensure accuracy in the keeping of the books. This I call the Annual 
Audit, 

3. To guard against embezzlement, falsification of accounts, or forgery. 
This [ call the Running Audit. ie 

As regards the first, it is frequently necessary to invite the assistance of an 
expert, one who is accustomed to stady as well as frame statements of accounts 
for public bodies, A properly educated chartered accountant who has special 
experience of this cia:s of work would do what is necessary, but probably an 
experienced manager of a charity would doas well. No record would appear 
on the balance-sbeet of this auditor's name. . 

The “ Annual Audit ” is the usual examination of books which takes place 
at the end of the year by the gentlemen who append their names to the balance 
sheet. ‘This is a long and tedious work, and requires great accuracy and know- 
ledge of book-keeping. Every institution differs in its mode otf work, but, 
gererally speaking, the auditors have to see that for every payment entered a 
voucher is ms ttn ol and that such vouchers as are produced are duly entered, 
That every item in the subscription or donation receipt book 1s duly recorded, 
and that the additions and final bank and cash balance tally.

Sir,—As a member of the above synagogue, I am pleased to note from Mr, 
A, L. Cohen's letter that, in spite of coercive petitioners, we have some reason- 
able and reasoning persons who are willing to support our Board of Management

time that the managers of our synagogues should rouse themselves to a sense of 
their responsibilities, and it is to be hoped they will not be deterred as hitherto 
from moving in the right direction by the action of a few whose opinions borcer.

Lot us show by our deeds 
and actions that we are Jews in the true sense of the word, and not of that class 
which cannot be better described than by the st ry of the Jew who, in the prison 
cell, complains to the visiting ministsr that he is not permitted to lay Tephillin. 

It would have been well fur these orthodox few before petitioning to have

THE JEWISH CALENDAR. 

Srr,—In your last week's interesting Leaderette on the above subject it is 
ststed that “the present year, 5656, marks the commencement of a new major 
solar cycle, and the event is signalised by a special blessing: “ Blessed art Thou, 
O Lord our God, King of the Universe, who makest perfect the work of crea- 
tion.” As the learned writer did not express himself clearly on this point, I beg 
to state tbat the commencement of a new solar cycle does not take place until 
next year, on the 5th of Nissan, 5657, corresponding with the 7th April, 1897 (as 
published in Vallentine’s Almanack), The above benediction over the appear- 
avee of the sun—Kiddasb-hachamah—will then be recited in the morning. That 
this event always repeats itself after the elapse of 23 years, and invaciably falls 
upon Wednesday, the dav on which the sun was created, can easily be explained 
beciuse of the number of years in the intercalarv solar period being four and the 
devs of the week being seven, Their product, 28, indicates therefore the period 
which incindes all the possible combinations of the week-days, and restores the 
first day of the solar cycle to Wednesday, whence it began from the first week of 
creation, 

There is yet another point on which I beg to differ from the learned writer 
of the article. He stated that the period of 19 years in the Jewish calendar is 
knows asa minor lunar cycle, or the Metonic cycle, it having been borrowed 
from the Greek astronomer, Meton. The history of ancient astronomy does not 
agree with this statement. Although this cycle was introduced by Meton into 
Greece, yet its origin dates from a very remote period, We need not go as far 
back as the Patriarchal ages, to which the French astronomers, Dominicus, 
Cassini and Biilly, refer the invention of this cycle, but we possess direct evi- 
dence from all a. cient records that the Chaldeans discovered a period which they 
called the “ Saros " (rrom Vi “ circle’) consisting of 18 years and 11 days. This 
Saros was founded on the observation of eclipses, If an eclipse happens at any 
particular date it will recur afcer 18 years and 11 days, and by adding to ita 
lunar year cf 554 deve, the cyele of 1% years was completed ; so toat the days of 
the month on which pew mvon falls recur regularly after this interval, Apart 
from this, the Metonic cycle differs «essentially from the Jewish with regard to 
the intercalation. If the vernal equinox falls after the 16th of Nissan, an inter- 
calation has t> take place, accordiug to Rosh Hashana 21a. This regulation is 
based upon Rab Adda’s Tekupha, and the succession of the embolismic years 
was arranged accordingly as follows: 3. 6, 8. 11, 14, 17, 1J—whereas in the 
Metonic system the years: 3 5.8, 11, 15, 16, 19 aré embolismic, which arrange- 
ment wouid never agree with our

JEWS AND THE FACTORY ACTS. 


As mentiore 1 in another column, the Law and Parliamentary Committee of 
the Board of Deputies has drawn upa circular to Jewish occupiers of factories 
aod workshops drawing their attention to the special privileges secured for 
Jewish occupiers by the Act of 1878 and lef: in vigour by the Act of 1815. 

The special privileges thus secured for Jewish occupiers were as follows :— 

SECTION 50. 

“ Where the occupier of a factory o: workshop is a person of the Jewish religion, the 
regulations of this Act with respect to the emp.oyment of young persons aad women shall 
not prevent him— 

(1) “Ifthe keeps his factory or workshop closed on Saturday until sunset, from 
employing young persons and women on Saturday from after sunset until nine o'clock in 
the evening ; or 

(2) “2 if he keeps his factory or workshop closed on Saturday both before and after 
sunset, from employing young personas and women one hour on every other day in the 
week (not being Sunday) in addition to the hours allowed by this Act. so that such -hour 
be at the beginning or end of the period of employment, and be not before six o'clock in 
the morning or after nine o'clock in the evening ; or as 

(3) “If all the children, young persons and women in his factory or workshop are of 
the Jewish religion, from giving them, if so specified ina notice affixed in the factory or 
workshop as by this Act provided, any two public holidays under the Holidays Extension 
Act, 1875, in lieu of Christmas Dav and Good Friday, but in that case such factor - 
workshop shall not be open for traffic on Christmas Day or Good Friday. y

A SKETCH OF THE EARLY HISTORY OF THE JEWISH 
BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


The occasion, next Sunday, of the opening of the splendid new Offices of 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, suggests a brief glance at the circumstances 
of its original foundation. Ithas always been the boast of the Jews whaiessever 
situated , that they take adequate measures for the relief of their necessitous mem be rs 
and do not let their poor rely upon public bodies for relief in the hour of need 
And we are not surprised to hear that this boast was duly recorded in an ap eal 
made by Jews domiciled in England against the reimposition of the Alien Tax 
Oct. 14th, 1690, when they urged that the submerged fourth part of the community 
(about 100 soule) consisted “ of indigent poor people who are maintained by the 
rest and in no ways chargeable to the parishes.” As the struggling communit 
grew, the influx from abroad, naturally, became an increasing burden upon it 
‘The immigration during the first century was mostly from Holland, and the 
authorities of the Great Synagogue already in 1770 “ had adopted measures to 
put a stop to an undue immigration from Holland by refusing relief to these who 
left that country without good cause.” But the foreign poor still came and the 
synagogues following the German or Polish Ritual took no concerted action to 
deal with the problem. On the contrary, each tried to shift as much of the 
burden as possible upon the other. The first suggestion of a Central Board to 
administer eleemosynary aid to the Jewish poor appears to have emapated from 
Mr. Joshua Van Oven, whio in 1802 described the condition of the Jewish 
poor at that time as “ deplorable.” 

He wrote: “The infirm, the lame, the blind and the helplessly aged are 
completely wretched, since the sy nerogue funds afford them but a very acanty 
pittance, and they cannot take shelter in a Christian parish workhouse.” He 
therefore proposed the establishment of 4 Poor Board for the entire manavement 
of the poor, “to conduct which it would be expedient to incorporate ‘eeveral 
reepectable gentlemen for each synagogue, which should constitute a Board for 
the management of all the Jewish poor in the metropolis.” But, as Mr. Lionel 
L.. Cohen pointed out in the first Half-yearly Report of the Board of Guardians 
the counsel of Mr. Joshua Van Oven was just hialf-a-century before its time. 
The only communal charities then existing among the German Jews were the 
UD) Net Bread, Meat and Coal Charity, founded in 1780, the Talmud Torah 


School (limited to orphans) the forerunner of the Jews’ Free Schoo), anda Jewish’ 


Soup Kitchen, And in 1495 Asher Goldsmid founded the Jews’ Hoepital ‘as a 
home for the aged poor and an industrial school for the young.” But the relief 
of the foreign poor, the O° NS, was not a whit improved, for these charities 
were chietly intended for those already domiciled in England, and regulations 
were even framed to prevent new-comers from participating in their benefits. 
To the three city synagogues, the Great, Hlambro’ and New, the “ destitute alien ” 
was a perpetual cause of contention. They tried to evade their responsibility, 
and it was regarded to be part of the duty of the Overseers of the Pvor ‘to 
cultivate the act Of circumventing importunity. The conditions attendant upon 
* congregational charity ” balf-a-century ago are thus graphically described in the 
Board's tirst Report :— 

“It is yet within the memory of some, when the strange poor, to complete the given 
shilling bad to call first at the Great Synagogue for the first moiety of sixpence, and to the 
other city synagogues forthe two remaining moieties of thre epence seve rally ‘and thus 
pauperism was superinduced and perpetuated, and misery and want greatly aggravated.” 

In 1844, Mr. Henry Faudel,a wise-hearted member of the community, whose 
services to the Jews’ Hospital can never be forgotten, issued a pamphlet entitled 
“ Suggestions to the Jews for improvement in reference to their Charities, Ednca- 
tion and General Government: By aJew.” Ila this pamphlet he formulated a 
large Scheme for establishing a General Council of the Jews in all parts of Great 
Britain to become the governing body of the Jews in this country in all secular 
matters. One of the prominent features of the Scheme was also to be an amalga- 
tion of the Jewish charities ** to secure an efticient centralisation with wholesome 
and necessary control.” The unregulated effort made to relieve poverty by rich 
and poor alike ended but in mirchief. “It encourages, instead of checking. 
mendicity—it produces beggars where it should make artizans—it encourages 
consumers instead of helping producers—it assists idlers when its object is and 
should be to support the industrious.” But Henry Faudel, like Joshua Van Oven, 
had to be content with scattering seed which should germinate after many days. 
The Scheme was the theme of some slight discussion, and but very few, if any, 
offered co-operation by addressing their communications (as they were invited to 
do in the pamphlet), * to F., at G. Galabia’s, Printer, Bartholomew Close.” It was 
nearly 15 years later that a more direct and practical effort was made to eystema- 
tise the relief of the “Strange Poor” by formiog a Jewish Board of Guardiane. 
The matter was brought under the consideration of the Committee of the Great 
Synagogue on the 12th January, 185%, when it was resolved :— 

.That it is deemed advisable that a conjoint Board of Guardians be appointed to relieve 
the strange and foreign poor. 

That a copy of the foregoing be transmitted to the Preside: ts of the Hambro’ and New 
Synagogues requesting that their Hon. Officers will meet the Hon. Officers of this Syna- 
gogue as early as possible, to confer on the matter. 

The delegates appoint)d to represent the three synagogues, met 
on the 25th February, 1858, when resolutions were passed to the effect 
that it was desirable “ that a Board of Guardians be appointed to attend to the 
relief of the strange and foreign poor ;” the Board to consist of the members of 
the Conjoiat Board (already formed), the Overseers of the Poor and such other 
members of the three city synagogues as might be appointed. The synagogues 
were requested to place at the disposal of the Board a sum equal to the average 
annual amount expended by them for the strange poor, and the arrangement was 
to be in force for one year only. These resolutions, however, were not acted upon, 
and the idea of founding a Board of Guardians remained in abeyance yet another 
year. 

In a circular dated February 16th, 1859, and addressed from 31, New 
Bridge Street, Blackfriars, Mr. Ephraim Alex, who was then the Overseer of the 
Poor of the Great Svnagogue, issued a Circular submitting for “‘ earnest considera- 
tion a scheme intended to substitute the system of synagogical relief, the revirion 
of which is imperatively demanded by the wants of ovr community.” Mr, Alex 
said that to relieve the great distress which undoubtedly existed the establishing 
of new charities was not necessary. The great desiderata were: ™ combined 
action, that we must be put in possession of the statistics of poverty.’ He there- 
fore recommended the establiehing of a Board of Guardians for one year, which 
he proposed “ as an experimental measure on the part of the conjoint synagogues.” 
Mr. Alex did not allow this to be merely the expression of a pious wish. Within 
a week after the issue of the circular—on February 220d, 1859—he induced the 
Vestry of the Great Synagogue to resolve :— 

That it is highly expedient that the relief of the strange poor, called BSA, be 


managed by a Board of Guardians, constituted of delegates from the three City uniting 
congregations. 


Delegates were accordingly appointed. The Great Synagogue voted £220 
and the Hambro’ and New Synagogues £110 each to the new Board for one year. 


Mr. Alex was elected its first President, and Mr. Lionel L. Cohen its 
Honorary Secretary, and the first meeting was held on March 16th, 1859. It 


_ commenced its operations on July Ist, 1359, and the first relief rota was on July 


_were of particular value. 


7th. Its first “ office” was a shabby, draughty wooden and glass structure 
partitioned off from the premises of the Jewish Soup Kitchen, then in Black Horse 
Yard, Whitechapel. Of the whole personnel of the Board as first constituted, 
there is but one still a member—Mr. Algernon E. Sydney, who was a delegate of 
the New Synagogue. He was the first (and is still) Honorary Solicitor, and is to 
this day a member of the Board. 

The following is a transcript of the List of Members of the B ard as 
originally constituted in 1859 :

The first Clerk and Investigating Officer was Mr. Jacob Loewentha!, whose 
ability, linguistic and administrative, and devotion to the work of the Board 
He died in July 1856. We should add that the 


_ present zealous Secretary of the Board, Mr: Morris Stephany, entered its service 


(as an cflice-boy) in February, 1857, thirty years ago. 


| The first committee formed by the Board was the Visiting 
Committee, which was appointed in February 1861, and the first 
list of this committee contains names that indicate what a _ useful 


recruiting ground, even in its earliest days, this committee has been for some of 
our most zealous communal workers. Mr. Frederick D. Mocatta was the first 
chairman, and Mr. Lewis Emanuel, Hon. Secretary, and this was their first 
introduction to the work of the Board. Among the other original members of 


_ the Visiting Committee were “ Alfred L. Cohen, Eeq., H. H. Collins, Esrq., Julian 
| Goldsmid, Esq , M.A., David Hyam, Eaq., Isaac Joseph, Esq., Nathan 8. Joseph, 


Esq, Samuel Montagu, Esq , Lionel Van Oven, Esq.” It was in 1861 also, that 
we meet for the first time with the name of Mr. David Benjamin, os a member of 


the Work Committee, and to bim was due the distinc'ion of practically 


establishing the Loan Fund of the Board by giving, in 185%, the first donation 
(£100) for that purpose. We may be pardoned for quoting also from the first 
Keport of the Board, the following allusion to this journal :— 


To the Anglo-Jewish press it owes adeep debt of gratitude for the able advocacy 
which the objects of a Board of Guardians have so frequently enjoyed at its hands. The 
Jewish Chronicle has been foremost among the forward in promoting the cause of charity, 
and enforcing the necessity of discrimination. The- Board trusts it may merit in the 
extended career which it believes to be before it, a continuance of the valuable support it 


| has hitherto »eceived from that journal. 


It should be remembered that the Board was originally established to relieve 
the foreign poor exclusively. But it toon bécame clear that such a_ limitation 
led to much friction, and caused bardship to the native and domiciled poor. 
At the outset, Mr. Lionel Cohen—the life and soul, the real organi-er of the Board— 
saw the anomaly of the dual methods of relief ; the foreign poor by the Board, 
and the congregational poor by the synagogues. Accordingly he prepared 
an elaborate “Scheme for the better management of all the Jewi-h Poor,” 
which was submitted to a Sub-Committee of the Great Synagogue 5th January, 
1860, haviog been “ Printed by order of the Sub-Committee of the Great Syna- 
gogue appointed 14th of July, 5619 [1859], for private circulation among its 
members only.” This Scheme was the basis upon which the whole structure 


of the Board was established, and on a perusal of this admirably conceived 


_ plan one can see at a glance how far-sighted and statesinanlike were the lines 


which Lionel Cohen laid down in advance as those upon which the Board should 
be administered. To his strong mind were due the laying of the original founda- 
tions of the Board and its gradual expansion until this day, when bis brother and 


- successor in the presidential chair, Mr. Benjamin L, Coben, M.P., has the gratifica- 
tion of inviting the contributors of the Board to assist next Sunday at the 


consecration of the New Offices, which have been erected by means of a collection 
made by himself personally, without the cost of a penny to the Board, and cer- 
tainly without any funds being diverted from the relief of the poor, the first charge 
of a Board of Guardians. 


Jewish Board of Guardians.—We are desired by Mrs. Lionel Lucas to

We should mention that this At Home 
is quite distinct from the Inauguration proceedings next Suutay, wheo the 
Honorary Officers of the Board will be in attendance to recsive the visits 
of the pubic from two to five. 


The Rev. Ch. Z. Maccoby—On Sabbath last, at the New Dalston Syna- 
gogue, the Rev, Cn. Z Maccoby delivered bis ficst sermon in English. Itis true 
that once before Mr. Maccoby devoted a few minut-s to the delivery of an 
English prayer at the conclusion cf a Yiddish sermon, but last Sabbath was the 
first occasion that a sermon from this gentleman was delivered entirely in the 
vernacular, It is wortby of record that following bis practice when preaching 
in Yiddish, Mr. Maccoby delivered his English sermon without recourse to notes. 
Preaching from the text Exodus xii., * And thus shall you eat it, with your 
loins girded, your shoes on your feet and your staff in your hand, ano you shail 
eat itin haste for it is an overstepping feast, an overstepping to God,” Mr. 
Maccoby drew a parable of life, being “an overstepping feast” of which myriads 


of guests partock, the bitter herbs mixed with the sweet, and the sweet with the 


bitter. But this feast was fleeting and of short durstion, at the end of which a long 
and distant journey awaited all Unless” tbe staff was in band " during |ife’s jour- 
ney, the staff of religious faith, which led safely over long plains at d giddy heights 
the gosl to be obtained at the end of life’s journey was a sorry one. Whether 
the path of life led through the flowery meadows or through the gloomy valley 
of tears, whether ascending the sunny heights of bappiness, or tediously winding 
through the dark ravines and chasms of poverty, that staff was a power of 
strength. The “staff” was our witness when at the end of life’s journey we 
“overstepped to God,” it wis the oaly thing from the mortal world which we 
carried beyond the grave to guide us over the turbulent waters leading to 
Eternity. The preacher concluded bis sermon with an appeal for the Board of

THE LATE KOWNO RAV. 
MEMORIAL SERVICE. 


Rarely has the Great Synagogue presented a more imposing appearance than 
it did on Thursday night, tie 12th inst, when a Meme r.al Service was held in 
honour of the venerated Rabbi Isaac Elchanan Spector. Though the sid tidirgs 
of his demise bad reached London only on the previous day, the building was 
filled to overtlowing with a congregation whose mourning was not an empty 
show. The Rev. M. Hast read the evening prayer, a psalin and soine appropriate 
verses from Scriptare, and his voice vibrated wich emotion as he read out the 
words “ Precious in the sight of the Lord is the death of his saints.” 

The Cuige then ascended the pulpit, and speaking in 
German, commenced with the words exclaimed by Elisha when his 
master departed from him “my father, my father, the chariot of Israel and 
the horsemen thereof!” This agonised cry would be pressed forth from the 


' entire Russian Jewry by the loss of one who had been a teacher in Israel, tower- 


| anxious flock night and day. 


ing head and shoulders above all his contemporaries, and who had been the 
undaunted and the uatiring champion of his persecuted brethren. For several 
weeks the Rav had beeu struck down wit» a mortal disease. The ablest physi- 
cians had been sent to alleviate his suffering. Prayers ascended from his 
Tne pious Rabbi continued his labours 
unflinchingly, published his iast will and tvetament to his faithful congrega- 
tion, in which he specially commended to their care the Yeshiba he bad 
founded, and the TJulmud Torah for the instruction of the young. His 
intellect remained clear and unimpaired to the very last. Oo Thursday night, 
the 6th inst, he breathed bis last. Ona the following day his remains were 


 cousigned to earth amid the wailiag of his congregation, who felt themselves 


| orphaned. 


Tiey lamented in him not merely a Rabbi, whose decisions on 
momentous points of ritual were sought from far and near, but a zealous 
indefatigable man of affairs, who, during the whole period of active 
persecution, was the ceatre, round whom all rallied for counsel and comfort. The 
preacher said, that he could not allow himself to speak of all that 
the venerated Rabbi had been in that dread time of woe. But he could mention 
freely, how, when. the exodus commenced, the Rabbi continued his 
earnest solicitude on behalf of the settlers in the American, Argentine 
and Palestine Colonies, “Ah! siinted soul,” the preacher concluded, 
“ even in life as thou didst labour heroically for thy down-trodden brethren, so 
wilt thou now plead on their belialf at the throne of mercy. May thy inspiring 
example fire us with a spark of thy indomitable, unquenchable zeal.” 
During the entire discourse subdued sobs and weeping were audible, which 
became louder as the Reader offered up the prayer for the repose of the Rabbi's eoul, 
though these were evidently restrained by the sanctity of the place. The 
sixteenth Psalu was then read, and the service concluded with the Yigdal 
chanted in the melody of the sacred days. And no one in the vast auditory stirred 
till the Kav had quitted the synagogue, when the congregation dispersed in 
solemn silence,

THE RECENT CRISIS AT JOHANNESBURG. 


Ata general meeting of the Johannesburg Hebrew Congregation, held on 
Sunday. Febrowry 25rd, the Chairman called upon the Minister, the Rev. 
Harris I<aacs, to explain how a certain disbursement had been made from the 
copgregat onal funes in. connection with the recent cr.sis, 

The Rev. H. Isaacs stated toat he wished to tike the responsibility upon 
his own shoulders of giving L100 tothe Relief Committee. At that time how- 
ever, he had no 'dea that the Relief Committee ba» anything todo with the 
Ke form Committee, During the crisis a number of Jewisb people applied to 
him for.assistance owing to the want of employment, and at the time tnuere was 
no means of obtaining work, These people were destitute. He had no funds 
at bis disposal wheref:om he could assist them, and accordingly he spoke to the 
President of the Institution which was supposed to give that help, byt the 
means were so limited that they were swayed by the fact that there might be 
urgent cases which might require the little they hac, and they were afraid the 
crisis would last much longer than it did, and leave nothing to support the 
people on, A couple of days after he saw that a Relief Fund had been started, 
and he approached the President of the Congregation, asking that this Congre- 
gation might send something so as to obtain food for the destitute. This 
enabled tim (the speaker) to get food for some forty or ffcy Jewish families. 
Before this money was given, Mr, EH. Goodman, the Treasurer, went down to 
Tattersail’s, and found that some twenty Jewish families were being supported, 
ard he thought that the least this Congregation could do was to give £10!) to 
the Relief Fund, Mr, Goodmanssida couple of days later they found that the 
Government bad opened a Rehef Fund, and ascert ining that the Government 
were supporting some Jewish Families living at Brickfields, he thought it was 
only the duty of the Congreyation to send a similar sum to the Government to 
enable poor people to get food. 

The CHAIRMAN pointed out that the Committee was empowered to give. 
It was according to the bye-laws, but if the members of the Congregation were 
disatisfied the Committee would accept the responsibility. Continuing, he said 
that the money was given to help the poor and was not connected in any way 
witb politica. 

Mr. DanziGer thought it was the duty of the Congregation to assist all 
classes and oli denominations at all times when relief was required, irrespective 
of nationality. 

The CiiarRMAN did not think there wasany blame attachable to the Rev. 
Mr. isiacs. He was sorry, though, that two members of the Congregation 
who bad expressed dissatisfaction at what had been done were not present at the 
meeting, but be thought that they must have altered their opinions or they 
would have been with them that day, especially asdue notice had been sent 
them by the Secretary. No one knew that the crisis was to terminate so quickly, 
and hd it lasted a little longer some of the better classes of the Jewish commu- 
nity would also have been compelled to seek relief, the Jews being a speculative 
race, and having expended nearly all they had, they had very little cash in band.

THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


Tak story of the various stages through which the relief of the Jewish poor 
has passed in this country, is an excellent object-lesson in the right method 
of dealing with social problems. Two centuries seem to stretch between the 
resettlement of the Jews in England and the constitution of a Board of 
Guardians. But such an assertion would be somewhat delusive. In the 
first instance, the ‘‘ Portuguese” organisation was independent of the 
“German,” and, for at least half-a-century, was quite able to cope with 
Jewish poverty. The real difficulties arose when the nineteenth century 


- dawned, for the need of combined action between the various German 


congregations preceded the appreciation of the necessity by the 


general Jewish public, 


activities were never common or necessary in Jewish medieval life.

_ On the Continent, every congregation was independent and possessed its own 


Now, centralisation and co-ordination of benevolent | 


_ Separate charitable ‘agencies. 


In towns like Amsterdam and Rome there 
existed side by side, not two but many groups representative of many 
nationalities of Jews. Combination occurred only for one purpose, the 
ransom of those Jews who were enslaved by piratical Corsairs or imprisoned 
by rapacious rulers. But in the eighteenth century the need of combination 
for this special object no longer pressed. Hence a certain amount of chaos 
reigned in Jewish charities all over the world, the only common fact being 
that Jews everywhere gave generously and completely supported their own 
poor. In England, however, Poor-relief was much in advance of Continental 
methods, and there can be little doubt that the revision of the old Elizabethan 
Act in the year 1834 gave a powerful impulse towards Jewish Charity 
organisation in this country. 


The curious fact is that the innovation, like so many reforms in 
Judaism, was a reversion to an older policy. It was always a Jewish 
ideal that the relief of the poor was a communal as well as a 
personal duty. The Board of Guardians embodies that ideal. It 
does not render personal benevolence less imperative, but it supplements 
personal effort by providing an instrument for discrimination and economy: 
It must have been clear from the outset that the sphere of activity of 
such an organisation must increase by a natural growth in the populat‘on, 
whether native or immigrant, The new offices which will be formally 
‘opened’ on Sunday next, are not a luxury but a necessity, for the old 
offices were quite inadequate to the work in hand. Bunt thongh a necessity, 
the new buildings have been paid for as though they were a luxury, We 
allude'to a striking fact, for which all honour is due to Mr. Bensamin L, 
Cony, M.P., and his generous co-adjutors. The new offices have been pro- 
vided by the liberal donations of a few friends of the Board, without the help 
of a general public appeal. We feel that this action is not only most laudable 
ia itself, but it ought to form a leading precedent for frequent imitation. A 
wide appeal for funds to enable a site to be purchased aod a building to be 
erected would have been injurious to the fands available for the actual relief 
of the poor, There is,’after all, only a limited stock of money at the disposal 
of charitable purposes, unless those who are exceptionally wealthy will make 
special efforts in exceptional cases. Or, perhaps, we should rather say, the 
stock is not limited as much as the willingness to give. The general public 
is ant to find excuses for shutting its pockets, and if an appeal towards a 
Building Fund had been made, we fear that many who did not subscribe to 
it would have, nevertheless, used the appeal as an apology for not giving 
largely towards the further supplies so badly needed if the Board is to per- 
form its important functions. 


And there is a strong reason why the public should be willing at 
all times to help the Board. There is a good deal of cant spoken. 
and we regret to say written, about the extravagance of charitable 
organisations, about the costliness of distribution and the extent of the 
working expenses. We do not deny that many charities are extravagantly 
worked, and we could put our finger on at least one strong instance in our 
own community. But this charge has never been fairly brought against the 
Jewish Board of Guardians. Its methods are not ideal, for the wit of man 
has failed to devise an ideal method of poor-relief. But compared with other 
organizations of its class the record of the Jewish Board of Guardians is 
clear and honourable. It works economically and it works well. Moreover, 
subscribers to its funds may enjoy a sense of satisfaction such as_rarely falls 
to the donor of money for relieving the poor. During the 37 years of its 
existence the Board has accumulated, in invested funds, something like. 
£40,000, The income derived from this source, added to the grant from 
the United Synagogue, completely covers the working expenses and 
other incidental charges. Hence, every penny now subscribed by the 
general public goes straight to the poor without apy diminution 
whatever. This we should think is an almost unique state of things in our 
communal charities. kt should certainly stimulate benevolence. The 
thought that all money now collected by the Board goes direct to the poor 
is one calculated to rouse the public to further efforts. The current 
income of the Board is insufficient, but we sincerely trust that the present 
auspicious moment will be seized by many who have hitherto withheld their 
support to bid farewell to their former indifference and join in the work which 
can only be fully accomplished if the helpers are many and generous. 


It would be invidious to single out names for special eulogy in connection 
with the successful accomplishment of the long desired plan to provide new 
offices for the Board. But it is impossible to refrain from praising the 
generous conduct of the architects, Messrs. Davis and Emanogt. Their 
services in obtaining the site and in designing the building, now so happily 
complete, were throughout gratuitous and honorary. This surely was the 
coping stone to the whole movement. The community may be proud not only 
of its new provision for the relief of the poor, but also for the method by 
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which the new arrangements have been perfected. Throughout, but one note 
has been strack, a note of devotion to the good cause. We need not plead 
again for the poor. But we would offer, for the imitation of all, the example 
of the originators and architects of the new buildings. We say this with full 
hope of a ready response. Forgetfulness of self in the cause of humanity 
has never failed to produce a fine crop of fruit like noto itself. Amoug the 
older workers in connection with the Board, who will join, next Sanday, in 
congratulating the President, Mr. B. L. Coney, on the splendid structure 
he has raised, not a few will recall to mind the first foundation of the Board 
which was laid before their eyes, and their rejoicing will be mingled with 
memories of the departed builders. particularly Mr. Ermgaim Avex and Mr, 
L. Cones, the founders of the Board. 


THE LATE RABBI YITZCHAK ELCHANAN SPECTOR. 


'FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
Witnwa, 15tTn Marcu. 


Rabbi Yitzchak Elchanan Spector ended his blessed and fruitful life on 
Friday morning, the 6th of March, atan age exceeding 8) years. These few 
words suffice to bring home to us all the extent of the irreparable loss which the 
entire body of Jews, and in particular the Russian Jews, have sustained, and 
the deep grief into which all orthodox Israel has been plunged. Perhaps no 
man has so persistently avoided publicity and position as the ever to be 
lamented Nestor of Russian Kabbie, and yet there has been no other Rabbi in the 
present century who has enjoyed such great renown, such unbounded popularity 
as Rabbi Yitzchak Elchanan. Who among our coreligionists was not acquainted 
with this name and did not mention it with pride ? Who does not know that this 
name belonged to the greatest rabbinical authority of our age, to one who lived 
an ideal Jewish life, to the personitication of the old Jewish virtues and of true 
Jewish civilisation ? Who is not aware that from all quarters of the globe people 
sought the advice of Rabbi Yitzchak Elchanan on all knotty religious ques- 
tions, and regarded his decisions in the same light as did the Israelites of 
old the oracular anewers of the Urim and Tummim? What can I say of his 
ideally pure piety, which bordered on holiness, of his wonderful nobility of 
soul, of his boundless great-hbeartedness, and of his almost legendary modesty 
and humility, which has not long ago been fully known in the huts and 
mansions of our coreligionists all over the world. Less known abroad perhaps 
was the unique position which this Prince of Israel, now resting in (iod, held 
among his brethren in faith in Russia. 

Exhausted and unnerved through divisions into parties, which now approached, 
now ignored each other, terribly weakened by being split up into thousands of 
small synagogues without union or even concord, without any organisation or 
official representation, millions of Russian Jews flocked around Rabbi Yitzchak 
Elchanan, and turned their gaze towards him in their times of trouble and perse- 
cution. - 1: was his magic word which calmed his anxious and suffering brethren, 
which gave them solace and filled them with hope. Although he held himself 
aloof from all worldly bustle, although buried day and night in the study of the 
Law and devoted to the service of God, so that his entire life was one unbroken 
divine worship, our beloved Rabbi had a heart which beat strongly to the last 
hour of his life for the needs and cares of the Jews at large, as well as of indi- 
viduals. He knew not only how to give statesmanlike advice on all matters 
aifecting the weal and woe of his brethren, but he was ever ready with word 
and deed to render help and to champion their cause with the utmost energy. The 
great power which he wielded, his bigh prestige, his consummate tact and his 
old-world courtesy were of the utmost service in his labours in the interests of 
his people, and made him an accepted medium, as none before him had been, 
between his fellow-Jews at home and abroad. Thus it happened that Kabbi 
Yitzchak Elchanan formed in bis person the connecting link between the Jews in 
all parts of the Universe. Hence the deep anxiety which was felt everywhere in 
Jewry when tidings came of his illness, and the tension with which we awaited 
the bulletins, sent by telegraph all over the Empire, giving the latest accounts of 
the condition of the venerated invalid ; hence the fervent tearful prayers on his 
behalf which in thousands and thousands of synagogues went up to the throne of 
(sod from the hearts and soul of our coreligionists. Every Jew felt and under- 
stood but too well what a treasure we possessed in Kabbi Yitzchak Elchanan, and 
with what a calamity we were threatened should he be taken from us. Hence, 
finally, the almost inexpressible overpowering grief which overwhelmed us all 
when the sorrowful but long dreaded tidings reached us thac our incomparable 
teacher and guide had been called hence. We feel ourselves orphaned and for- 
saken, we look around anxiously to the right and left, near and far, but nowhere 
can we find one who in the remotest degree can replace a Rabbi Yitzchak 
Elchanan Spector. True, we number among us many a great Talmudical 
scholar ; true, here and there men are to be met with who are distinguished py 
their real piety and high moral character ; but nowhere does there exist a man 
who combines in his person a tithe of the virtues and the accomplishments that 
were united in him who was the pride of Russian Judaism. 

It is characteristic of the modesty of the departed Teacher and Master in 
Israel, that, although he was better known by all the world, than any of his 
colleagues ia the Rabbinate, no biography or even biographical notice of bim 
has as yet appeared, so that not even his sons know the day or year of his birth, 
It was only after the greatest difficulty that I succeeded in obtaining the 
following biographical details : 

Born at Kosch, a small place in the neighbourhood of Grodno, and son of 
the Rav of that place, Rabbi Israel Isser, Kabbi Yizchak Elchanan had the 
advantage of a thoroughly religious education, and enjoyed the privilege of being 
trained by his father from the very commencement of nis studies until he 
obtained the rank of Rabbi. The gifted youth soon attracted the attention of 
the greatest Talmudical authorities, and already in his 19th year he obtained the 
AKVNA MN from the then widely renowned Rabbi of Grodno, Rabbi Benjamin 
Diskin (father of the Gaon R. Joshua Leib Diskin, who lives at Jerusalem), and 
the Rabbi of Suwalk, Rabbi Ai-ik Tiktin, farmous under the name “ Reb Alecle 
Suwalker.” In his 20th year we find R. Yitzchak Klehanan Rabbi at the little 
town of Sabelin, where, however, his stay was of short duration : thence he was 
called to Berose (also in Grodno), from there to Neswisch, and later on to 
Nowogrudok, which had long been the seat of celebrated Rabbis. Here he held 
office for thirteen years, and from thia place his fame spread to every quarter of 
the globe, where his remarkable MIDWN on religious questions were high] 
valued. These Mv’ have appeared in five large volumes, under the following 
titles INI, 1858 ; 1st part, 1872, 2nd part, 1885; and pny 


Ist part, 1889, and 2nd part, 1895. These writings, 
the highest place wherever the Torah is studied, teem not only with the mos 
learned dicta, but above all with expressions of the warmest love for fellow 
creatures, especially those who are groaning under the weight of rigorous 
restrictive laws. But it was not alone the renown of hia Wve?’ which, in 1864, 
attracted towards R Yitzchak Elchanan the attention of the Jewish community 
at Kowno, then ranking next to Brest as the greatest Rabbinate in Russia, and 
induced it to offer him the Rabbinical Chair. It was the time when, owing to 
great thirst for culture on the one hand and irreligious tendencies on the 
other, Russian Judaism, especially in tne largest and most important communities, 
threatened to eplit into two hostile camps. There was great need for a man who, 
while sympathising with the progressive demands of the time in re+pect to 
education, had sufficient influence, tact and authority to throw himeelf between 
the contending parties and to reconcile them. Such a man was found in the 
Rabbi of Nowogrudok, who was already known and respected, as much for Ye 
learning and piety, as for his rare tolerance and his thorough understanding 0 
the needs of his time. Later events have proved how keen was the insight of 
the leaders of the Kowno community, and how fortunate they were in their 
selection. Rabbi Yitzchak Elchanan convinced the world of the ground lessness 
of the belief prevailing till then, that the strictly orthodox Jews and particularly 
the Rabbi were not favourably disposed if not actually hostile to modern progress. 
Raised above party strife the Rabbi gained the contidence of all, and in @ 
short time be could count among his intimate friends doctors and jurists, as well as 
representatives of ultra-orthodoxy. His example found worthy imitators, His truly 
tolerant attitude emphatically contributed everywhere to narrowing the differences 
between “fathers” and “sone,” bringing them closer together, and to 
restoring friendly relations between them. By this attitude he successfully 
checked movements, earnest though they were, in favour of reform, which 
sought to make a breach between the “old” and the “ new,” and which it must 
be admitted were provoked by the hyper-orthodox and fanatics of the time. An 
enemy to all polemics and to every aggressive tendency, he sought to carry on his 
mission ia true Jewish fashion, viz.. by his own example. This was all sufficient. 
Through the inner strength of bis missionary activity, bis fame rose higher and 
higher and his prestige grew as a blessing to Russian Judaism, and, in <he front 
rank, to his own congregation, where he devoted himself to all public and useful 
interests, and personally directed every philanthropic institution. In these 
labours his ardent love for work, and his predilection for system and order were 
of great service to him. It is believed that his official and philanthropic work | 
and the mass of correspondence, which he daily received from Russia and abroad, 
could give enough work for five or six secretaries; yet he attended to nearly 
everything himself, and it was but rarely that he availed himself of the services 
of a confidant, who stood in close personal relations to him. None the less his 
office and his archives were models of order. All his letters were arranged into 
groups according to their contents, and every one was endorsed by him with the 
date of its arrival and its nature, as well as with the date and nature of hisreply. 
No letter, from whomsoever it may have emanated, was left unanswered. Lhe 
same courtesy which he displayed in his correspondence he also exhibited in his 
personal intercourse. High and low, rich and poor, young and old, all had equal 
access to him; to everyone he listened with the same interest and the same 
sympathy. If we consider how much time was occupied in the replies to 
hundreds of Shaualoth, it seems almost a puzzle how he succeeded in finding time 
for everything—correspondence and interviews. The solution of the puzzle is 
to be found in his powerful memory, bis lightning-like receptivity, his marvellous 
energy, and above all! his intense love of order. 

‘he space of a weekly paper will not permit of my giving an account of the 
varied activity of the Kowno Rav during 32 years. 1 must seek another oppor- 
tunity for doing this. I will now conclude with a few particulars of the last 
days of his life. For some years past be complained of weakness in the heart, 
bat his strong constitution enabled him to overcome the complaint. It was only 
during the past winter that he became palpably weaker and that he was prevented 
from working with his accustomed activity. Ina letter which he wrote me on 
the 6th of February he apologised for having delayed bis reply in consequence 
of bis weakness. On Thursday, the 12th of February, he was obliged to take to 
his bed, and the patient felt and acknowledged that he would never again rise 
from his couch. During the whole of his illness, which was a long-drawa agony, 
his clearness of mind and his colossal memory remained unimpaired, notwith- 
standing his almost unbearable sufferings, until the moment when his great and 
pure soul quitted his earthly frame. Even in the last days of his life he still 
continued to reply to the various letters which reached him from all quarters, and 
hé even laid Tephillin on the day before his death. He aleo continued to devote 
himself to charities in which he was interested, and on the eve of hia death he 
bade the Executive of a Society for providing Jewish soldiers with kosher food 
(which he had founded and of which he was patron) that they should not dismiss 
their Beadle and that they should convey to the Colonel of the regiment, who had 
shown such sympathy with the work of the Society, his last thanks and blessing. 
I will not enter into the details of bis last momente. Suflice it to say that Prof. 
Dr. Dobroklousky, one of the most eminent physicians in St, Petersburg—whom 
Baron Horace von ‘Giinzburg had sent, in conjunction with our famous co- 
religionist Dr, Dembo, to attend to the patient—declared that among the thousands 
of patients whom he had treated he had never witnessed such retention of mental 
faculties and such calmness of mind at the hour of death as was the case with 
the Kowno Rav. 

Need I say anything of the profound emotion which the death of Rabbi 
Yitzchak Elchanan Spector created far and wide, and the regret felt by the 
numerous congregations that they were unable to attend the funeral, as the inter- 
ment took place just prior to the commencement of Sabbath on the same day that he 
died, It is no exaggeration to say that Kowno has never seen such a funeral, 
Fully twenty thousand followed the remaine, and the utmost respect was shown 
to the dead Rabbi by the Christian population. Conspicuous in the procession 


were the Mayor, the President of Police and almost every other public functionary 
of the town.

Louis Davidson, Chairman of the Visitation Committee of the United Syna- 
gogue, as to communications with the War Office relative to furlougns to Jewi-h 
soldiers The Board had decided at its last meeting to request that this matter 
should be left in its hands, Mr. Davidson, in his reply, said it was manifest that, 
when in the exercise of its duties, the Visitation Committee intimated to the 
War Ottice the dates of Jewish festivals, it could not refer toa list sent by the 


Board of Deputies, which might only be available after a long search, if at all. 


After due consideration, the Visitation Committee could not depart from the 

course of procedure it bad previously pursued. Moreover, the receipt of more 

than one reminder by the War Office could not but be of service, as showing 

nee enenaien the value which the Jews attached to the observance of their

The Soricrror and SECRETARY suggested that the difficulty might be over- 
come by ascertaining from the War Oilice whether it was to be understood that 
furloughs would be continued automatically ; it would not then be necessary to 
make application every year.

The Solicitor and 
Secretary was directed to reply that the Board saw no wubjection to this course, 


and that it assumed the Corporation would bear the cost. Correspondence was | 
also read with the Blackburn Congregation, which desired to acquire a site fora | 


cemetery. 

The President was authorised to certify for the first time a Secretary for 
Marriage Purpeses of the Blackburn Congregation in the person of Mr. Aaron 
Pinkus. The Board were informed that the Rev. Moses Mordecai Cohen had 
been certified as Marriage Registrar of the Manchester New Synagogue in the 
place of Mr, Louis Levinsohbn, appointed to a similar post at the Manchester 
Central Synagogue. 

The So.icitor and SECRETARY submitted a copy of thecircular, in English, 
German and Jiidiseb-Deutsch (in Hebrew characters), which is to be issued to 
Jewish occupiers of factories throughout the country, calling attention to the 
violation by many employers of the Factory Act, in so far as it concerned Jews, 
and imploring all occupiers of factories and workshops to cease violating the 
law. Mr. Emanuel adced that 3,000 copies would be printed and distributed at 
the expense of the Home Office, and that Mr, Oram, the Chief Inspector of 
Factories, bad informed h m that. he believed the circular would be usefal and 
quite meet the object which the Board had in view. 

Some discussion took place on the mode of distribuling the annual repo-ts 
of the Board, mavy complaints having been made that they were not properly 
distributed by the Secretaries of Synagogu:s to whom they were sent.

SHECHITA BOARD. 


A meeting of the newly elected Board for the Affairs of Shechita was 
held on Thursday the 12th inst., at the Vestry Room of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue, Heneage Lane. There were present: Sir Samuel 
Montagu, M.P., in the chair; Messrs. 8, Alexander, M. Castello, Ellis A. 
Franklin, Joshua M. Levy. J. M. Lissack, A. Mocatta, H. Pinto, Dennis E, 
Samuel and 1. Weber. and Mr. J. Nathan, representative of the butchers, The 
Revs, the Chief Rabbi, the Haham, and B,. Spiers were in attendance as 
Ecclesiastical Assessors. 

The returns from the Spanish ard Portuguese Synagogue and the United 
Synagogue of the biennial election of representatives (five from the first nam 
and fifteen from the latter body) to the Board, having been received, the 
meeting proceeded to the election of Hon. Officers. The President, Sir Samuel 
Montigu; the Vice-President, Mr. M. Castello; the auditors, Messrs. E. Berg 
and J. M. Lissack, were re-elected, as was aleo the Executive Committee. The 
Trustees, Sir Samuel Montagu, Messrs, A, D. de Pass, Mark Simmons, and 8, 
Simons were likewise continued. 

The accounts for the second half of 18)5, and the estimates for the current 
half year were submitted and their adoption moved by the PRESIDENT. 

The income during six months was £5,073, and included £3.62 for slaying 
cattle at Whitechapel, Deptford and Liverpool (six oxen only), £005 for killing 
poultry, and £458 from butchers employing Shomerim. Tne expenditure was 
£4,627, the principal item of which was £3610, for salaries, wages and super- 
annuation. The year ended with a surplus of £78 18s, 

Appended to the balance sheet was the foliowing statement of cattle slain 
during the six months. The figures in parenthezes relate to the corresponding 
period in 


Oxen. Calves. Sheep. 
Slain 16.608 (15 288 ) 2.88 (3,151) 24.462 (20,970.) 
Kosher 14,410 (15,162) 2.515 (2,034) 17,648 (15,798.) 


The PResIDENT pointed out that the surplus was very satisfactory, as 
showing that there had been a larger consumption of Kosher meat. The tax of 
one-eighth of a penny per Ib. fer killing an ox was sufficient for all administrative 
purposes. The Investigating Officer had sent him a report in which he stated 
that the Board would have done still better during the half year, had it not been 
foc the opposition of another body. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack asked what the Board gained by having a large surplus, 
Its object should be not to obtain considerable surpluses, but to reduce the price 
of meat, so as to bring it within the reach of the poor, At present, kosher meat 
was dearer than that sold by Christian butchers. 

The Presipent said that a considerable reduction in the tax would land the 
Board in a deficit, whilst a small reduction would benefit no one. 

Mr. A. Mocarra asked whether, assuming that kosher meat was dearer than 
trifa, this was not due to the large quantity of offal which was not sold to 
Jews. 

Mr. J. NaTHAN said that Jewish butchers sold kosher meat as cheaply as if 
mae 5 eee cheaply than respectable Christian butchers sold English meat,—( Hear, 

eur. 

Mr. 8, ALEXANDER said there was a great deal in Mr. Lissack’s contention. 
There was among non-observant Jews an impression that the Shechita Board 
was guided only by financial considerations, whereas it was actuated by religious 
motives only. 

The accounts and estimates were then adopted, and, on the motion of Mr. 
M. CasTELto, it was reso'ved that, of the surplus, £600 be divided among the 
United Synagogue (£45')), and the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue (£15). 

Mr. J. M. Lissack called attention to the employment of Shomerim, and 
moved that a Committee be appointed to consider their emoluments and the 
manner in which they fulfil their duties. 

Mr. S. ALEXANDER seconded the motion, which on being put to the vote was 
supported only by the proposer and seconder, 

The PresipeNnT informed Mr. Lissack that the employment of Shomerim 
was a religious question, and therefore solely within the purview of the Eccle- 
siastical Authorities. As long as he remained President he would not perioit 
religious matters to be discussed by the Board, 

The Board confirmed tbe action of the Executive Committee in granting a 
pension to the widow of tbe late Mr. Jacob Kirschbaum (Shochet), The Board 
also unanimously voted increases of salary to the Secretary and the Investi- 
gating Officer. 

On the motion of the PresipeNnT, £40 was voted towards the expenses of a 
Casting Apparatus Competition, which is to bs held next month at Manchester 
in connection with the local Branch of the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, and the Manchester Shechitsa Board. 

Letters were read from the Liverpool Old Congregation, with reference to 
the formation of a Shechita Board in that city. Tne congregation stated that 
the Board was to be formed not tor the purpose of deriving profit for communal 
purposes, but to supervise Shechita properly so as to prevent scandals in future 
in connection with the killing of animals. It was desired, however, that 
Shochetim should not be sent to kill for other towns than Liverpool, and if the 
necessity arose, the Live-pool Board would be able to supply London with 
meat. 

The PResipENT advised the meeting to agree to the wish of the Liverpool 
Hebrew Congregation, with the proviso that, if any occasion should arise that 
large quantities of meat would be required in London and the Liverpool Board 
could not find Shochetim to meet the emergency, the London Board should send 
Shochetim to Liverpool t»mporarily. 

The Curer Raps siidit would be in the interests of Kashruth that a 
Shechita Board be estab!ished in Liverpool. 

A resolution in the sense suggested by the President was agreed to. 

The PRESIDENT reported tbat on licensiny day the Ecclesiastical Authorities 
had issued licenses to 14° retail butchers, 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Davis (Green's Court, Soho), who for 
_ last three years has permitted poultry to be killed on nis premises free cf 
charge, 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair,

| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
BALTIMORE, MARCH 6TH, 1896, 


The National C.uncil of Jewish Women are the leaven in the dongh of Ameri- 
can Jewish indifferentism, At all events we have never had such a show of splendid 
activity as has resulted from the formation of the branches in all cities of size, They 
make mistakes, they are over zealous, but they obtain results; and efficacy is the 
touchstone of success. The president reported 2.400 members on January Ist, and 
branches in 29 cities. 16 local councils having been formed in one year, one of them 
of Ruesian Jewish girls and women, The main lines along which the ladies work 
are philanthropy and religion. But they do even better than accomplish things ; 
their agitation stimulates all communal bodies to ac’ivity, and what has been sug- 
gested and impressed from time to time as desi:able, nay, necessary for the well- 
being of Jewirh life, in the eynagegue and in the home, and for the many charities, 
is brought to the front by the women, who do not let go until action, however con- 
fervative, and progress, however slow at first, ia taken, The Sabbath School 
Reform is smorg the latest big things to be undertaken by concerted effort through- 
out the country. Again, in Philadelphia, itis a determination to offset the Christian 
missionaries, who are mak'ng great inroada apparently in the hcmes of Russian 
Jewish perents. Not satisfied with two organisations made up of German Jews 
from uptown, fighting the missionaries with théir own weapons, opening schools 
alongside theirs at the tame terms and with the same kind of inducements, at the 
inetance of leaders in the local womens organisation, a third, made up of Russian 
Jewa, isin the field. It hopes to instil a greater love f»r Judaism, Jewish love, to 
make the synagogue and the religions schoole connected with them attractive 
instead of repuleive as they now are, TheRev J. Leonard Levy is about to open up 
a * Palace of Delight” on the London plan, to offset any greater attraction of the 
missionaries, who havein some mysterious way seized upon the College Settlement 
and tarned it from its non-sectarian purpoa, The women have sought to combine 
all these movements and to induce sich co-operation as will prevent overlapping of 
the work and secure the best results with the miniwum efforts. The religivus part 
of the programme of the National Council, ia other than this method, does not put 
forth such buds and |)lossoms ae ye". Tnere are Bible Ciasses, however, as adjancts 
to each section, and they do some good work. Mention has been made of the 
Sabbith School reform, and heretofore of the Sabbath Observance League. Bat 
most conspicaous of all is the public lectare feature, There is some danger of thia 
being overdone, although opportuni’y has been given to hear many good speakers 
oa instractive and suggestive topica, and laymen have been indaced to etudy in order 
to make ready forthem. The fear is expressed, however, that the rale that only 
those who have something of value to say shonld b+h-ard from the public rostrum 
is being violated, and that hypocrisy and self-conscionusness are being developed, 
Bat if thie be true, the gains more than offset the losses, and the experience of a 
year or ro will point its own remedy, 

(Juite a breezy little sensation bas been stirred up by Mrs, Dr, Bliden, a pushing 
lady who has for several years been at work securing subscript ons for the Benjamin 
Girl's School and Orphanage at Safed, Palestine, Her aim has been to obtain enough 
promives of money tw place the institution on a firm and permanent basis. She has 
an engaging manner aod such an adress that she made friends for herself and her 
cause everywhere, and organised Committees of leading Rabbis to collect money 
for her echool. It appears she has lived modestly—almost frugal)y—and was 
entertained at the hou-es of newly-ma‘e friends, At first she said she would remain 
only a year, but that time, contrary to all announcemente, has been extended out to 
four years, This fact finally induced some of her Committees to write to the 
Alliance Israclite Universelle, the repcsitory of the #chool’s money, to ask whether 
or not it exercised supervision over her institation, and what accounting was made 
of the money collected, The reply came that the Alliance was merely a c ndvit 
for the money, At once the newspapers took up the matter, and expressed 
furprise at the abnormal state of affairs, rfiectitg incidentally on Mra. 
Bliden, She replied in a pamphlet, couched not only in barbarous English, but in 
most vigorous language of ubuse, heaped on those who unde:t ok to do other than 
carry out her wishes. Her very truchful statement of facts is very damaging to her 
cause, in that it shows the great expense of the long canvassing tour, and 
the need of such control as should be vested in the Alliance. Many could 
not resist the appeal for funds of this mach traveil-d interesting lady, plead- 
ing for a kind of education badly needed in Palestine, and for the neglected girls, 
Bat it isa fact that the contributors are overburdened with the support of Iccal 
institutions, and with the many charities and educational in-titutions which the 
unsolved problem growing out of the Russian émigration has broaght tous. That 
is One resson why the Alliance Israélite Universeile does not succeed in the United 
States, and the Central Committee recognises this, and hopes to build upon the pre- 
sent foundation in the more promising future ; and till then to bs satisfied with the 
show of international Jewish solidarity, It has always seemed to me that the Avglo- 
Jewisn Association would appeal to the hearts of the American Jew more strongly 
and with better results than its French neighbour, Tne kinship of language and 
ths Ashkenazi flavour ought to count for a great deal in this connection, A 
suggestion which may be of value to similar Arglo-Jewish charities comes to meas 
the resultof Mra. Bliden’s ac'ivity. It ia that all like institations can use pro- 
fessional canvassers for subscriptions and donations to good advantsge, It is the 
burden of charity managers’ life to have to ask their friends and aCqguaintances for 
help ; and yet without these personal requests societies cannot get along, at least 
they need it bad)y in America, And men and women find that it does noc com port 
well with their dignity to go “ schnorring”’ again and again, The Jewish Pablication 
Society has succeeded in swelling its lists in this manner, by keeping a live agent 
going !rcm town to town on a commission. They have the vest and m:

ANCIENT JEWISH MYSTICAL LITERATURE. 


The Rev, Haham Dr, Gaster lectured on Sunday evening before the Jews’ 
College Literary Society, on “ Ancient Jewish Mystical Literature.” It had 
been announced that he would read a paper, but Dr. Gaster, in his opening 
remarks, explained that circumstances beyond his control bad prevented him 
from committing his views to writing. 

The Rev. H. M.A., presided. B fore calling on the lecturer, Mr, 
Gollancz made a feeling aliusion to the death!of Rabbi Isaac Elchanan c pector 
and moved the following resolution, which was carried :— 


That this meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society begs to record its deep sense 
of the great loss which has befallen the Jewish communities of Russia and other countries 
in the death of the revered Chief Rabbi, Jitschak Elchanan Spector, of Kowao. renowned 
alike for his rare piety and learning as well as for the extraordinary influence which he 
exercised over the men of his time.

letters. It was of great importance to know that among the apocrvphal books 
ascribed to Moses—such as the “ Apocalypse of Moses,” the “ Fountain of 
Wisdom " (a mystical speculation of vowels)—there was one 72374, The 
Sword of Moses,” which was identical with the papyri, especially the Leyden 
papyrus that called itself the 8th Book of Moses. The centre of the whole 
mystical thimblerigging of ancient times was the manipulation of the substitu- 
tions for the Shem sameforash, The conjuror prepared himself for the kaow- 
ledge be sought to acquire by a long fast, thea he went to the Heavenly Halls, 
learnt the hierarchy of heaven, and the order of the angels, and through this 
knowledge he obtained power first over the lowest of the angels, and then 
gridually higher until he obtained the ascendancy over the angel next in rank 
to God.

om earlier period named. The lecturer resumed his seat amid considerable 
cheering.

ourselves the purpose which they served, Were they philosophical speculations 


about God, or did thev s«rve a mental activity, the development of which later | 


ages had lost sight of ? The ancient literature had taken a totally different turn ; 
the writings under review came ata time when literatures and religions were 
inclined to blend and to be placed at the service of one great purpose. If the 
attributes of God were once understood, one might learn the mystery by which 
the world was ruled, and thus be able to obtain power over the mysterious 
tendencies for good or evil. How shall we make ourselves invisible? How 
subdue our enemies ? How should we be able to quicken the dead? These were 


the objects of the mystical literature, and the key was the knowledge of the | 


Divine Name, In the Ezyptian literature, it was laid down that if a man knew | 


the true name of a god, he obtained power over that god. In the Assyrian 
literature the same idea prevailed, and whoever knew the name of the Divinity 
was credited with power over bim, over spirits, diseases, and everything in this 
world. In what he (Dr. Gaster) was about to assert be knew he was treading on 
dangerous ground, though everyone was aware that he always spoke with 
reverence of the Bible. When God confided to Moses bis mission to the 
Israelites, tne fature law-giver put his famous question as to what reply he 
should give if the people asked for God's name, aud God answered that he should 
say TAX TIN AAR. What was the purport of the question, and what would 
the people gatber from the answer’ ‘This had puzzled scholars at all times, but 
in the hght of Egyptian literature the question meanta great deal. His (Dr. 
Gaster’s) idea was that Moses foresaw the people would ask him: “ Have you 
his name ? and so can you subdue Egypt?” If this interpretation were true, 
then the Book of Exodus could only have been written by Moses, Coming 
then to the names of God, the lecturer dealt with the Tetragrammaton, which 
was never uttered as it was written, nor was it known how it should be 
pronounced, We spoke of it as the C150" Ov’; what did it mean and what 
was the meaning attached to it in ancient times ? With the name was associated 
power to quicken the dead and to subdue everything in this world, The Shem 
Hameforash was regarded as an “explicit name,” but this was a contradiction 
because the name was never pronounced, It was known from the Apocryphal 
writings, dealing with the time of Jeremiah, that when Nebuchadnezzar 
besieged Jerusalem the people said: ‘“ He can do us no harm, because we can 
conjure the name of the Angels.” The Midrash said on this incident that 
when God heard the boasts of the people he changed the names of the Angels, 
so that when they called for the Angel of Fire, he sent the Angel 
of Water and thus defeated their object. The Shem Hamefvrash was the 
only true name of God, the Ineffable Name, the unutterable name, the un- 

ronounceable name, It might be said that this was only conjecture on his part ; 

ut throughout ancieut literature that name was always regarded as ineffable. 
He quoted from Rab (end of the 2ad century) as to the power of that name. 
from a book of gnostics of the 3rd century, which gave the mysterious name of 
God, and from a Jewish mystical treatise he had the good fortune to discover, 
and throughout all appeared the same ineffable name. Dr. Gaster next 
proceeded to consider how much was known of the Name in ancient 
times, what was known in Talmudical times of the mystical literature, 
and what were the elements substituted for the Siem Hameforash, One 
substitute was Adonai, From very ancient times also, two or three different 
means were resorted to. One was to take other letters, according to certain 
rules, substituting the next letter in the Hebrew Alphabet for the actual one in 
the word. Thus, on Mezuzahs 717 was replaced by 1}>. Then, mysterious 
names were formed by intercalations ; and letters were added in between. In 
the Mishna there was a mysterious passage meaning that we ought not to occupy 
ourselves with speculations concerning the Ineffable Name. Dr, Gaster next 
dealt with the mystical writings, and dwelt particularly on two books 
and 7337 the one treating of the creation, the other of 
the heavenly bosts, What, he asked. was known from other literatures that 
might throw light on those books? During the last fifty years there had been 
found in Egypt a remarkable series of papyri, which were now scattered in 
Paris, Leyden, London (the British Museum) and Vienna (the Library of 
Archduke Rainer), These papyri were magical vade mecums, and professed to 
show how to exercise that power over the forces of nature for which science 
had sought in vain. Dr, Gaster read an extract froma papyrus now in Paris and 
pointed out that there was not the slightestdoubt that it wasa complete Jewish 
exorcism. This papyrus was believed to belong to the end of the thirdcentury, 
but Vaselli, who first published it, surmised that from the innumerable errors 
which it contained it was the work of a blundering copyist from an older 
papyrus, and that therefore it was of the first century. Bat Dr. Gaster held 
that it was still older, There were thres Jewish apocryphal books, the Book 
of Enoch, the Book of Jubilees (a peculiar interpretation of Genesis) and the 
Book of the Testaments of the Twelve Patriarchs, or rather of Jacob, who 
gave it to his twelve sons, in the Book of Enoch, Dr, Gaster could trace the 
origin of what was contained in the Paris papyrus. Among other 


lucid lecture, Dr. Gaster had brought to bear on the subject wonderfal 
erudition and research, but the writings with which he had dealt required more 
elucidation as r-ligious literature. He (Mr. Alexander) took exception to the 
mystic books not as literature, bot as Kabbala. 

Dr. Paut Rupen, to whom Dr. Gaster had referred in his remarks as having 
devoted many years of study t» this branch of Jewish literature, complimented 
the lecturer on bis grasp of facts which was the distinguishing feature of his 
work of that evening, and on having given prominence also to the philological 
side of the snl ject. 

Mr. AL¥PxtD ADLER said that while not knowing much of the history of 
Hebrew mysticism, oe had studied mysticism from the Eaoglishstandpoint Ose 
great resemblance in both was that the element of Angelology predominated, 
lu the Coptic and Romish Churches ritual refereuces to angels were frequent. 

The Rev. S. Levy, B.A., and Mr, E.N, ADLER, also contributed a few 
remarks to che discussion, 


Tbe CHAIKMAN in closing the discussion, said that if he understood the 
lecturer «r ght, the two chief points which he was anxious to prove that evening 
were : fir+!, tne ant:qaity of mystical speculation; and secondly, the necessity 
for taki: g into account recent discoveries in tracing the origin of that science, 
Mysticai among Jews in the earliest times was different from that later 
form which appe-red in the Cabbala of the 13th century. [no outline, the sub- 
jects treated in pre-Cabbalistic mystical works were the “ Work of Creation " and 
the * Werk of tne Chariot,” or Heavenly Throne, according to Ezekiel's vision. 
These two subjects of the secret science were already to be found in the Talmad: 


in addition, there were references in the Talmud to the name of God consisting 


of various letcers: t» Bezaleel who, it was said, was acquainted with the combi- 
pation of |+ (ters, by means of which heaven and earth were created: to a treatise 
called * Hiichoth Jezira” (not the same asthe well-koown “ Book Jezira’’), and 
also to the idea concerning the “ Ten Foundations of the World,” &c. These 
references showed that in very early times a mystical science was pursued in 
Jewish icarved circles,.and that the subjects studied were Cosmogony and 
Toeosopry. The “Book Jezira” was the connecting link between the older 
form of wystic lore and the metaphysical speculation of the later Caboala. The 
book 1self was attributed now to R. Akiba, now to Abraham, Briefly stated, 
the idea upow which the book is based, is this: That between God and the 
Universe, letters and numbers form the intermediary agents. The early origin 
which was atieged for some of these works on mystical science simply proved 
that the desire tor penetrating into the mysteries of life and of the Creator of the 
Universe was as old as the world itself, Dr, Gaster had referred to the work 
just publis'+« by bim for the first time, the “Sword of Moses”: the Book Jezira, 
as We have jus. said, was attributed even to Abraham : but the Book Rasiel was 
able to pe t this, for it was said to have been put into the hands of Adam, The 
introduc tory remarks, in which the origin of this last composition was set forth, 
were hig!) y 1ot-restiog and quite typical of such writings, It was worth while 
to consider the tendency to mysticism in the learned commentator of the 
Pentateuct, Nachmanides. One need but read his Introduction to the Penta- 
teuch to » revive this, It would only be fair to hear what Maimonides 
had to s#y upon the subject. Of course he was dead against mysticism of any 
sort. Sou characteristic expressions of his may be found in the lst Book of 
his More N.buchim, Chapters 61 and 62. In it he says, that we should beware 
against shiring the error of those who write amulets: that whatever we hear 
ot them or read 10 their works, especially in reference to the names which they 
form by combivation, is utterly senseless ; they call these combinations s/emoth 
(names), and believe that their pronunciation demands sanctification and puriti- 
cation aud txt by using them they are enabled to work miracles: that rational 

-raons Ouglt not to listen to sach men, nor in any way their assertions, 

Laimonides caiis these mystical practices “fictions,” originally invented by 
foolish people Ina speaking of the Shem hameforash, Maimonides says, that 
it apphed neither to the name of 42 letters nor to that of 12, 
but only t> tae Tetragracimaton, the proper name of God. Now, whether 
stadents of this science ever got repaid for their trouble in penetrating the 
secrets of existence and obtained a fuller knowledge of God and life must, he 
thought. for ever remain a mystery. What was pretty clear was this: that the 
true and earnest investigators among them (he did not mean the professional 
miracle-mongers) pursued their subject, if in a spirit of curiosity, at all events 
in a spirit of reverence, This was clearly shown by the following passage in the 
Book Rasiel, the terms of which were somewhat similar to those which occured in 
the Talwud,and which Dr. Gaster said were applicable to the use of the “ Ineffable 
Name "of God, “ This Book, which is called the Secrets of Rasiel, dare only be 
entrusted to one who is modest, in the midway of life, one not easily provoked to 
anger, who is of temperate babits, who can overlook an insult, is God-fearing, and 
departs from evil, following in the paths pleasing to his Craator, and pursuing 
righteousness.’ Such and similar expressions showed clearly the spirit in 
which those ancients who had but one object in view, namely, to widen 
their sphere of knowledge, investigated the fascinating problems dealing 
with the origin of the Universe and its Maker. The Chairman then 
proposed a vote of thanks to the learned lecturer for the highly instruc- 
tive paper with which he had favoured the meeting. Dr. Gaster had that 
evening only intensified their respect and gratitude towards him, a 
feeling which wes shared by the many learned societies of which he was a 
prominent aod honoured member, and in which he waa looked upon as one of 
the most profound and versatile scholars of theday.

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ANCIENT JEWISH MYSTICAL LITERATURE. 


The Rev, Haham Dr, Gaster lectured on Sunday evening before the Jews’ 
College Literary Society, on “ Ancient Jewish Mystical Literature.”’ It had 
been announced that he would read a paper, but Dr, Guster, in his opening 
remarks, explained that circumstances beyoud his control bad prevented him 
from committing his views to writing. 

The Rev. H. Gottancz, M.A., presided. B>fore calling on the lecturer, Mr. 
Gollancz made a feeling aliusion to the deathiof Rabbi Isaac Elchanan c pector 
and moved the followiug resolution, which was carried :— 


That this meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society begs to record its deep sense 
of the great loss which has befallen the Jewish commanities of Russia and other countries 
in the death of the revered Chief Rabbi, Jitechak Elchanan Spector, of Kowao, renowned 


alike for his rare piety and learning as well as for the extraordinary influence which he 
exercised over the men of his time. 


Dr. GasTER, who on rising to commences his lecture, was heartily cheered, 
said it was remarkable thet in po branch of Jewish studies had so little been 
done during the past half-century as in that dealing with mystical literature. 
What Zanz had said more than fifty years ago in his “ Gottesdienstliche 
Vortriigen,” and what Graetz had written later had since b.en repeated od 
nauseam, Bloch had treated the seme subject in the same way without any 
advance having been made. We ofthe present day were not justified in accept- 
ing Zanz’ and Graetz results because many a find had been made which would 
throw new light on Jewish mystical literature, In the writings of Zunz, Graetz 
and Bloch, it was assumed that the mystical books—of which he might mention 
the “* Heavenly Halls,” as also another which was a mystical speculation on the 
Jetters of the Alpbabet, and yet another which was a shocking Cescription of 
God's body—were considered a product of the Yib or LU:h century, simply 
vecause they were not found in the older literature. Gractz and Zunz laboured 
to explain tne origin of these books, and they came to an unsatisfactory result, 


so thst, on the whole, students were more or less stranded in their endeavour to | 
unravel the date and origin of the mystical writings. Those who thought that | 


they were of more ancient date than the one generally assigned to them had

passages in the Book of Enoch was the history of the fallen angels, with the 
same suffix Zl added to each name exactly as appeared in the mystical literatare 
of the Gaonim, This passages brought us back to the time of Hyrcanus, Through 
the papyri we get a description of the heavenly halls and of the permutations of 
letters. It was of great importance to know that among the apocrvphal books 
ascribed to Mosesa—such as the “ Apocalypse of Moses,” the “ Fountain of 
Wisdom (a mystical speculation of vowels)—there was one The 
Sword of Moses,” which was identical with the papyri, especially the Leyden 
papyrus that called itself the 8th Book of Moses. The centre of the whole 
mystical thimblerigging of ancient times was the manipulation of the substitu- 
tions for the Shem sameforash, The copnjuror prepared himself for the know- 
ledge he sought to acqaire by a long fast, then he went to the Heavenly Halls, 
learnt the bierarchy of heaven,and the order of the angels, and through this 
knowledge he obtained power first over the lowest of the angels, and then 
gridually higher until he obtained the ascendancy over the angel next in rank 
to God. This might beregarded as the metaphysical part of the writings ; then 
came the part of practical application, which gave a string of recipes and men- 
tioued the name which was good for some particular thing. All this was found 
also in the Leyden papyrus known as the 8th Book of Moses, Dr. Guaater then 
made some further remarks as to the identification of the books MWR AVY, 
which Hai Gaon held to be the 7S" TDD, and of the AI5VD Av, declare’ by 
the same authority to be the 1757 ‘P15, wherein were found the same descrip- 
tions of Heavenly Halls as were minutely given in the Books of Enoch and of 
the Jubiees, the Testament of Levi, the Asceasio Isaiae, the Apocalypse 
of Abrabam and in the Apocalypse of Moses. Dr. Gaster having also touched 
upon the Hovk of MW (translated “ forbiddea marriages") summed up as 
follows: Ia the hght of receat discoveries of the apocryphal literature we are 
able to show that mystical speculations were rife in the lst century, and that 
therefore the mystical books were the pruducts not of the 10:h century, bat of 
om earlier period named. The lecturer resumed his seat amid considerable 
cheering. 

Mr. 5% ALEXANDER, in opening the discussion, expressed thanks to the 
learned Haham tor his continued interest in the Literary Society and for his 
Dr. Gaster had brought to bear on the subject wonderful 
erudition and research, but the writings with which he had dealt requred more 
elucidation as r-ligious literature. He (Mr. Alexander) took exception to the 


mystic books oot as literature, bnt as Kabbala. 


Rupen, to whom Dr. Gaster had referred in his remarks as having 


the lecturer on bis grasp of facts which was the distinguisbiog feature of his 


work of that evening, and on baving given prominence also to the philological 


about God, or did thev s«rve a mental activity, the development of which later | 


ages had lost sight of ? The ancient literaturehad taken a totally different turn ; 
the writings under review came ata time when literatures and religions were 
inclined to blend and to be placed at the service of one great purpose. if the 
attributes of God were once understood, one might learn the mystery by which 
the world was ruled, and thus be able to obtain power over the mysterious 
tendencies for good or evil. How shall we make ourselves invisible? How 
subdue our enemies ? How should we be able to quicken the dead’? These were 
the objects of the mystical literature, and the key was the knowledge of the 
Divine Name, Io the Ezyptian literature, it was laid down that if a man knew 
the true name of a god, he obtained power over that god. In the Assyrian 
literature the same idea prevailed, and whoever knew the name of the Divinity 
was credited with power over bim, over spirits, diseases, and everything in this 
world. In what he (Dr. Gaster) was about to assert be knew he was treading on 
dangerous ground, though everyone was aware that he always spoke with 
reverence of the Bible. When God confided to Moses bis mission to the 
Israelites, tne fature law-giver put his famous question as to what reply he 
should give if the people asked for God's name, ana God answered that he should 
say TAX WIN AAR. What was the purport of the question, and what would 
the people gatber from the answer’ ‘This had puzzled scholars at all times, but 
in the hght of Egyptian literature the question meant a great deal. His (Dr. 
Gaster’s) idea was that Moses foresaw the people would ask him: “ Have you 
his pame ? and so can you subdue Egypt?” If this interpretition were trae, 
then the Book of Exodus could only have been written by Moses, Coming 
then to the names of God, the lecturer dealt with the Tetragrammaton, which 
was never uttered as it was written. nor was it known how it should be 
pronounced, We spoke of it as the U7)DDN Ov’: what did it mean and what 
was the meaning attached to it in ancient times ? With the name was associated 
power to quicken the dead and to subdue everything in this world. The Shem 
Hameforash was regarded as an “explicit name,” but this was a contradiction 
because the name was never pronounced, It was known from the Apocryphal 
writings, dealing with the time of Jeremiah, that when Nebuchadnezzar 
besieged Jerusalem the people said: *“ He can do us no harm, because we can 
conjure the name of the Angels,” The Midrash said on this incident that 


when God heard the boasts of the people he changed the names of the Angels, | 


so that when they called for the Angel of Fire, he sent the Angel 
of Water and thus defeated their object, The Siem Hamefurash was the 
only true name of God, the Ineffable Name, the unutterable name, the un- 

ronounceable name. It might be said that this was only conjecture on his part ; 

ut throughout ancient literature that name was always regarded as ineffable. 
He quoted from Rab (end of the 2ad century) as to the power of that name. 
from a book of gnostics of the jrd century, which gave the mysterious name of 
‘God, and from a Jewish mystical treatise he had the good fortune to discover, 
and throughout all appeared the same ineffable name. Dr. Gaster next 
proceeded to consider how much was known of the Name in ancient 
times, what was known in Talmudical times of the mystical literature, 
and what were the elements substituted for the Shem HHameforash, One 
substitute was Adonai, From very ancient times also, two or three different 
means were resorted to. One was to take other letters, according to certain 
rules, substituting the next letter in the Hebrew Alphabet for the actual one in 
the word. Thus, on Mezuzahs 717’ was replaced by i113. Then, mysterious 
names were formed by intercalations ; and letters were added in between. In 
the Mishna there was a mysterious passage meaning that we ought not to occupy 
ourselves with speculations concerning the Ineffable Name, Dr, Gaster next 
dealt with the mystical writings, and dwelt particularly on two books 
and the one treating of the creation, the other of 
the heavenly bosts, What, he asked, was known from other literatures that 
might throw light on those books? During the last fifty years there had been 
found in Egypt a remarkable series of papyri, which were now scattered ia 
Paris, Leyden, London (the British Museum) and Vienna (the Library of 
Archduke Rainer). These papyri were magical vade mecums, and professed to 
show how to exercise that power over the forces of nature for which science 
had sought in vain. Dr, Gaster read an extract froma papyrus now in Paris and 
pointed out that there was not the slightestdoub: that it wasa complete Jewish 
exorcism, This papyrus was believed to belong to the end of the third century, 
but Vaselli, who first published it, surmised that from the innumerable errors 
which it contained it was the work of a blundering copyist from an older 
papyrus, and that therefore it was of the first century. Bat Dr. Gaster held 


that it was still older, There were thres Jewish apocryphal books, the Book 
of Enoch, the Book of Jubilees (a peculiar interpretation of Genesis) and the 
Book of the Testaments of the Twelve Patriarchs, or rather of Jacob, who 
g4ve it to his twelve sons, {no the Book of Enoch, Dr, Gaster could trace the

Mr. ALrxtpD ADLER said that while not knowing much of the history of 
Hebrew mysticism, oe had studied mysticism from the Eaglishstandpoint One 
great resemblance in both was that the element of Angelology predominated, 
lu the Coptic and Romish Churches ritual references to angels were frequent. 

Levy, B.A., and Mr, E.N, ADLER, also contributed a few 
remarks to che discussion, 


Tbe CHAIKMAN in closing the discussion, said that if he understood the 
lecturer +r ght, the two chief points which he was anxious to prove that evening 
were : firx!, tne ant qaity of mystical speculation; and secondly, the necessity 
for taking into account recent discoveries in tracing the origin of that science, 
Mystical jor among Jews in the earliest times was different from that later 
form which appe red in the Cabbala of the 13th century. [no outline, the sub- 
jects treated in pre-Cabbalistic mystical works were the “ Work of Creation " and 
the “ Werk of tne Chariot,” or Heavenly Throne, according to Ezekiel's vision. 
These two subjects of the secret science were already to be found in the Talmad: 
in addition, (here were references in the Talmud to the name of God consisting 
of various letrers: t» Bezaleel who, it was said, was acquainted with the combi- 
nation of |+tters, by means of which heaven and earth were created: to a treatise 
called “ Hilchoth Jezira” (not the same asthe well-kaown “ Book Jezira’’), and 
also to the idea concerning the “Ten Foundations of the World,” &c. These 
referzuces showed that in very early times a mystical scicnce was pursued in 
Jewish icarued circles, and that the subjects studied were Cosmogony and 
Toeosopny. The “ Book Jezira” was the connecting link between the older 
form of wystiec lore and the metaphysical speculation of the later Caboala. The 
book uself was attributed now to R. Akiba, now to Abraham, Briefly stated, 
the idea ugo. which the book is based, is this: That between God and the 
Universe, t' ¢ letters and numbers form the intermediary agents. The early origin 
which was aileged for some of these works on mystical science simply proved 
that the desire tor penetrating into the mysteries of life and of the Creator of the 
Universe wis as old as the world itself, Dr, Gaster had referred to the work 
just publis+« by bim for the first time, the “Sword of Moses”’: the Book Jezira, 
as We bave jos. said, was atcribated even to Abraham: but the Book Rasiel was 
able to pe.t this, for it was said to have been put into the hands of Adam. The 
introduc tory remarks, in which the origin of this last composition was set forth, 
were hig! y tot-restiog and quite typical of such writings, It was worth while 
to consider the tendency to mysticism im the learned commentator of the | 
Pentateuch, Nechmanides. One need but read his Introduction to the Penta- 
teuch to » reeive this, It would only be fair to hear what Maimonides 
had to sxy upon the subject. Of course he was dead against mysticism of any 
sort. Sou characteristic expressions of his may be found in the Ist Book of 
his More N.buchim, Chapters 61 and 62. In it he says, that we should beware 
against string the error of those who write amulets: that whatever we hear 
ot them or read 1n their works, especially in reference to the names which they 
form by combivation, is utterly senseless ; they call these combinations s/emoth 
(names), and believe that their pronunciation demands sanctification and purilti- 
cation aud t/.«t by using them they are enabled to work miracles: that rational 

rsons ouglt not to listen to sach men, nor in any way their assertions, 
SSehoniten calis these mystical practices “fictions,” originally invented by 
foolish people In speaking of the Shem /ameforash, Maimonides says, that 
it apphed neither to the name of 42 letters nor to that of 12, 
but only t» tae Tetragrammaton, the proper name of God. Now, whether 
stadents of this science ever got repaid for their trouble in penetrating the 
secrets of existence and obtained a fuller knowledge of God and life must, he 
thought. for ever remain a mystery. What was pretty clear was this: that the 
true und earnest investigators among them (he did not mean the professional 
miracie-mongers) pursued their subject, if in a spirit of curiosity, at all events 
in a spirit of reverence, This was clearly shown by the following passage in the 
Book Rasiel, the terms of which were somewhat similar to those which occured in 
the Talwud,and which Dr. Gaster said were applicable to the use of the “ Ineffable 
Name “of God, “ This Book, which is called the Secrets of Rasiel, dare only be 
entrusted to one who is modest, in the midway of life, one not easily provoked to 
anger, who isof temperate babits, who can overlook an insult, is God-fearing, and 
departs from evil, following in the paths pleasing to his Craator, and pursuing 
righteousuess.’ Such and similar expressions showed clearly the spirit in 
which those ancients who had but one object in view, namely, to widen 
their sphere of knowledge, investigated the fascinating problems dealing 
with the origin of the Universe and its Maker, The Chairman then 
proposed a vote of thanks to the learned lecturer for the highly instruc- 
tive paper with which he had favoured the meeting. Dr. Gaster had that 
evening only intensified their respect and gratitude towards him, a 


feeling which wes shared by the many learned societies of which he was a 


prominent aod honoured member, and in which he was looked upon as one of 
the most profound and versatile scholars of theday. There was one mysterious 
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point which Dr. Garter had not cleared up that evening, and yet it was one which 
interested especially the students of the College, and those who were occupying 
responsible positions in the community, Dr. Gaster's love of stady and literary 
ac.ivity were truly remarkable, The mystary was bow, in spite of all the duties 
of bia high position (should one say worries inseparable from every high post), 
Dr. Gaster could find tine for so much literary production. It seemed to the 
Chairman that the testimony t» his greatness was something similiar to that 
expressed by Milton ia his Areovagitica with reference to the greatness of the

Within a few years of the appearance of the Revised Version of the Old 


Testament, it was felt in Jewish educational circles that that work, though | 


superior to the old Authorised Version, could not be expected to meet the 
requirements of Jewish pupils. The exhaustive criticism of that Version, from 
the pen of one«f the most accomplished of Biblical scholars, which appeared 
in our columns at the time, showed how unacceptable mary of its renderings 
proved to Jewish readira. Some three years ego, the Jewish Association for 
the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge considered bow it could meet the want 
that existed for a more autnoritative translation. The production of an entirely 
new version not being within its power, it decided (with the consent cf the 
University Prees) to issue a small Appendix in the form of a booklet which 
could be conveniently enclosed i. the sme!lest copies of the Revised Version in 
use, This Appendix is now comp!sted, and is issued by the Jewish Religious 
Education Board at a cost of twopence a copy to the outside public, and three- 
halfpence a copy to Jewish schools, Messrs. Wertheimer, Lea and Co, are the 
publishers.

The work bas occupied the close attention of a small committee of the 
Jewish Association for tae Diffusion of Religious Kaowledge—which bas in the 
meanwhile become merged in the Jewish Religious Education Board—for about 
three years, The commii te has consisted of the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Adler ; tae Rev.

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JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION BOARD. 
---- - 


This Board has jast issued its firat report for 1895. It gives a history 
cf the circamstances which led t» the formation of the Boerd. The firnt 
set of new classes opened by the [Board is in connection with Baker 
Street School, Stepney, where there are 448 Jewish children. The 
opening of hese classes will entail considerable expense, as in addi- 
tion to the ordinary cost in connection wit teachers, and the provision of 
school material, a rental to the School Bosrd for London of about £35 per 
annum for the hire of rooms and cleaning will hive to be paid. Saveral 
matters mentioned in the Report have been so fully dealt with by us that it is 
unnecessary to refsr to txem in this connection. I+ is stated that the first 
edition of the Authorised Prayer Book consisted of 3)) copies, the second of 
5,00, and the third of 10.000. These editions were very quickly exhaus‘ed, 
and a fourth edition of 10 copies was published, Of this edition 4 259 copies 
have been sold. ‘The special Sub-Committee for assisting teachers training fcr 
théir C.T. has continued its work under the Chairmanship of Sir P. Magnus, 
Several teachers have obtained appointments under the London School Board 
and in the Jewish Denominational Schools, At present seven male students 
are in training at King’s Collegs, London, two females at Cambridge, one male 
at Yorkshire College, Leeds, and one male ia University College, Liverpool. At 
Cambridge Mrs, Eichho!z has kiad y uader:aken the religious instruction of the 
_ lady students, and in London a course of lessons in Heorew and Religion has 
been conducted by Mr, Israel Abrahams. Mainly through the energetic 
assistance of Mr, Ciaude G, Monteliors, this branch of the Board's work is thus 
producing very satisfactory results, It is mentioned of the classes of the 
Sabbath School held at the Jews’ Free School, B:!! Lane, that “ year after yerr 
the average attendance bas ttzadily gone up, aud for the school year ending 
December 25th, 1895, it was as high av 1.0)), Taere were som; Sa>baths during 
the year when the actual attendance reached over 1})),’ ostails are given of 
the classes at the several Board Sshools, With regard to the year’s work, the 
Board reports that at the period of the last Report there were 4555 children 
attending the classes, The pressnt number of pupils reaches the aggregate of 
5.100. Judging from the fact that it will be imperative to opan classes at other 
schools which have already been indicted, it is probable that at the end of the 
current year there will ba at least 60)) children in attendance. “ The cost of 
miintenance of the classes par annum work: oat on an average of £213 par set 
of classes. The aggregate cost of miintenance for the year was £1,700, In 151 
the cost was £32), and the comparison of these two items shows how the work 
has advanced during the five years from that date, The average cost per 
scholar has also risen. In 1892 it was 43. 84, in 1805 it was 5s. 21, and in 18:15 
it was 63. 81. per head per annum, This is due to no extravagance in the expen- 
diture, but to the fact that very large c'asses, such as obtained before, are not 
encouraged, and therefc re a larger staff is employed than formerly. Moreover, 
tbe Board has substituted experienced teachers in many cases for lower-grade 
and pupil teachers, so as to give the children the benefit of the best tuition. 
With refcrenc et» the scale of teachers’ salaries, which ranges from {£4 per 
annum in the case of pupil teachers to a maximum of {£16 in the case of female 
teachers, and of £20 in the case of males (the classes meeting three hours a 
week), the Board points out that it has been adversely crit cised fr the scale of 
remuneration to the teachers, Nothing would be more satisfactory to the 
Board than t» be placed by the public in a pos.t:on to give higher salaries an‘ 
thus secure a larger body of the most efficient teachers.” The total number cf 
children attending the ~ fo is increased from 4555 in 1893 to 5,100 in 185. 
The Treasurers estimate the expense for 1896 at £2200, and the estimated 
income being only £1.160, the amount still needed is therefore £110). If new 
classes are opened at Daal Strect and Philpot Street, an additional £500 will be 
required. The Report concludes with a very earnest appeal for increased support. 


Cheltenham College.—Oa Wednesday last Mr. J. Nastor-Schnurmann 
gave a lecture in Cheltennam College, on Bulgaria, which couatry he has recently 
visited, with the object of studying its langaage and literature, aad wher », he said, 
he was gratified to observe tiat the Jews enjoy the same rights and privileges as 
their feilow citizens, Both masters and boys appeared much interested when 
Mr. Schnurmann described his visit to a peasants hat; the owner on hearing 
that he came from Eogland said, “ You are welcoms to my home and to 
Bulgaria, because you comes from the couatry whers Gladstone lives (God 
bless him), for to him we owe both lifs and liberty,” Mr, Schourmann also 
mentioned that the Bulgarians, in order to perpetuate the name of Gladstone 
(to whom tey are deeply grateful for having helpad to briog about their 
emancipation), intended to nam> one of their principal streets after him. 
The lecturer also showed the political reason for the conversion of the little 
Prince Boris. In referring to Stimbaloff’s murder, he remarked that he had 
heard from reliable authority, that the Government had had no hand in it, but 
that it was committed in open day, by men who had private wrongs and insults 
to avenge. When Mr. Schourmann visited the Sobravje, he was much impressed 
by the cordial feeling existing between its members, tnoagh professing different 
ereeds, Thus he saw Armenians, Bulgarians and Macedonians, sitting side by side, 
each being free t> give bis own opinions, and working harmoniously tier 
for the good of the country. The lecturer then spoke of Bulgaria's great poet 
and novelist, Ivan Vazoil, whose acquaintance be had the honour to make 
during his visit, and his audience was greatly amused by his reading to them 
extracts from Vazolf s celebrated novel “ Uader the Yoke.” ‘Tne lantern slides 


taken from photographs, were kindly preparei by Mr. Ernest M. Joseph, and. 


illustrated peasant and gipsy life; there were also excellent portraits of Prince 
Ferdinand, the Princess, and the little Prince Boris, as well as views of the 
principal buildings in Sofia, At the conclusion, the Principal of the College, 
the Rev. de Courcy Laffan, thanked Mr. Nestor-Schourmann for his adm rable 
and most interesting lecture.

‘The Students’ Uaion, which bas made so auspicious a dé but, should prove 
of great service, both to the Students themselves and to the outside public. Indeed, 
the object of tne founders has been a double one. Jews’ Vollege,in the first 
instance, bas suffered froma lack of that friendly cameraderie, which might form 
a golden link between former and present generations of students, Most of the 
educational institutions of the Metropolis, Jewish as well as general, suffer from 
this same detriment. ‘Those who fur years were closely attached to their College 
fiad to their regret that they cease to belong to the inst tation on the day whicu 
cicses their school carcer, In the case of scudents ia training for the Jewish 
mipisiry, the lors thus entailed is peculiarly regrettable. The former students 
could, vat of their practical experience, offer much momentous advice to their 


_ successors, and they might at the same time themselves gain by association wit’ 
youog rand fresher minds. 


But txe general public may also be a considerabie 
yainer by the formation of the Students’ Union, There will now be ocsasional 
opportunities of making the personal acquaintince of the students and of intro- 
ducing to the latter some desirable friends, Moreover, the public may, through 
the light thrown on the institution by these social gatherings, one aay come t») 
associate the work of the College with the individuals who are receiving tweir 
training within its walls, It may one day awaks; to the tiought that on t ese 
individuals depends to a large measure the religious and moral future of the 
Anglo-Jewish community. Jews’ College, for all its deserved successes, is not 
* popular,” because it is not known. The public has the vaguest ideas of the 
objects and merits of the institution, but we are certain that the College only 
needs to be more widely known to become more widely admired. 

The Students’ Union so far consists exclusively of the present students, But 
the membership will soon be thrown open to past student: and to those who. in 
former times, have had a direct offisial connection wit the College, The 
Council has cordially welcomed the formation of the Uaion, but it has acted 
wisely in leaving full administrative discretion to the studeats themselves, their 
freedom being subject only tothe control cf the Principal.

In consequenc? of the death of the late President, the Committee have 
decided not to hold the Annual Festival this year, They have accordingly 
issued an appeal in which they state : The reliable income from all sources is 
totally inadequate for the efficient education of the children, in addition to the 
training of a numerous staff of teachers both in secular and religious subjects. 
At the present moment the sthool is indebted t » its bankers in a sum of £1,200, 
and at least £2 500 is required to meet this and the farther necessary expendi- 
ture for the current year, The annual cést of educating each child, inclading 
the maintenance of the buildings, is under two gaiaeas per head, which mast be 
considered moderate, taking into consi tion the requirements of the Ndaca- 
tion department. The resalts of the edacation conveyed at these schools are 
eminent'y satisfactory, and the average attendance is very good,

cutlery town, removed to Birminghsm. Young Jacobs, of course, came with him, 
and at the age of twenty-one was taken into partaership by his father in the 
business he had established in Vittoria Street in that city, As the representative of 
the firm, he travelled much in the United Kingdom for upwards of 25 years, 
acd thus gained that grasp of commercial affairs which proved of so much 
value to him in after years, It was not until 1880 that Mr. Jacobs entertained any 
notion of entering municipal life, but it was only in 1887 that he succeeded in 
‘ntering the City Council, though in 1885 he was elected President of the West 
Bi:mingham Conservative Asscciation, Mr, Jacobs served o1 several important 
Comittees, and was at one time Chairman of the Estates Committee, Ocher public 
work in which the deceased engaged was as one of the representatives of Hands- 
worth on the West Bromwich Board of Gaardians, and, while he constantly advo- 
cat:d economy in admiuistration, he was alwaya in an eminent degree kind and 
considerate to the poor p ople wh» were forced t» seek theshelter of the workhoure, 
At the General E‘ection last year, he unsuccessfully contested Northampton in the 
Conservative intere:t, Whilet never neglectful of his duty as a public man, 
Councillor Jacobs showed extraordinary assiiuity in his basiness undertakiogs, 
W ben some half-dozen years ago the jewellery trade was at a very low ebb, Mr, Jacobs 
organised a depatation, which waited on tne Princess of Wales with the request 
that her Royal Highness should give, if possible. a stimulus to the industry by wear- 
iog the articles sent to her, He was also one of the founders of the Birmicgham 
Jewellers’ and Silversmiths’ Association, and an enthusiastic supporter of the 
Jewellers’ T.chnical School in Vittoria Street, The deceased held high rank as a 
Freemason, He was a Past Master and a P.Z, of several lodges and chapters, both 
in Warwickshire and Staffordshire, and a P.P.G.H. of the Provincial Grand 
Chapter of Staffordshire. He was a member also of several friendly societies and 
of organisations associated wits the Jewish community in Birmingham, The 
honour of being one of the promoters of the Great Westera Arcade belonged to 
Councillor Jacobs, who, since ita erection, occupied the position of Chairman of the

At the close of his sermon on Sabbith last, the Rev, Harris Cuhen made the 
following remarks concerniog the death of the great Ravof Kowno, A mighty 
prince has died in Israel, and his removal will be felt from one end of the world w 
the other, for the ephere of his usefulness and spiritual activity was not confined to 
the narrow limit of the town in which heso faithfally ministered, but his services 
asan authority on the minutiae of our ritual were eagerly sought for in almost 
every country where Jewish congregations are estab ished, He was at once the 
greatest and undisputed authority on matters of Jewish law which our generation 
has produced, and in hundreds of thousands of Jewish families will the demise of 
this great, irfluential and singularly picturesque personality be regarded as a 
dcmestic and personal bereavement, He was a Tsaddik in the truest and parest sense 
of the word, And, indeed, it is no wonder that he held such a unique position in 
orthodox Jewry, for not alone his vast knowledge of the H- brew law, not alone his 
fervid and genuine piety, but with these a true sense of humility, an utter abhor- 
rence of egotism and ostentation, made him a figure loved, respected, nay, revered 
by all who felt the spell of his power and influence, The words of the Talmud 
might, in this case, be applied with much truth and appropriateness. When a man 
of such learning and piety is taken from us, who can replace him? Whocan give us 
compensation! May we, however, learn from him the lesson how to live, May we, 
by the purity of our lives, and the blamelessnees of our actions merit, when our race 
is ron, the kindly expressions of those we leave behind, and may it be said of each 
of us, as it is said of the great Rabbi whose loss we lame:t,* And he walked in 
humility with his God.” 

On Sundsy last the Rev, Harris Cohen delivered a lecture on ‘‘ The Jewish 
Messiah” before the Nottingham Men's Sunday Morning Institute in the large 
theatre of the University College, Mr, Cohen prefaced his lecture by the following 
observations : In speaking to you this morning upon the Jewish Messiah, I fear that 
Iam venturing upon delicate ground, As a Jew, about to address a Christian 
audience, the thought at the very outset comes to me that in the subject under con- 
sideration there lies perhaps the principal—at all events one of the fundamentai 
differences between your faith and my own, I.am, therefore, anxious to say that 
my remarks are intended to raise no controversy whatever, I simply comply with 
the request made to me by the Chairman of the Institute, and will ¢«ndeavour to 
explain to you as concisely and lucidly as p:ssible what the Jewish belief is with 
regard to the coming of the Messiah. The lecturer proceeded to quote many 
passages frcm the Pentateuch and prophets upon the Messianic period, and showed 
how unmistakably they refer to times still to come. The doctrine of the Messiah, 
he said, is one of the causes of Israel's wonderful vitality, The hops of the advent 
of their deliverer and the recons*ruction of their nationality infased life and 
strength into the Jews, and upheld them in their hours of sorrow and oppression, 
The lecture was li-tened to with great attention by the very large audience, and at 
its close sincere thanks were accorded to Mr. Cohen.

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN NEWS. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 


Four Jews, each distinguished in his particular walk of life, have latelv 
died in different parts of the Austria-Hangarian Empire. Ona the 10t4 inst, 
died in Vienna, at the age of 80. Herr Carl Weiss Ritter von Wei:senhall, 
President of the Creditanstalt. For upwards of twenty years ho was at the 
head of this great Austrian bank, and t» him is due the position which it now 
holes as the most powerfal financial establishment in the Austrian Empire, 
The Government repeatedly bestowed distinctions upon him in recognition of 
bis services to the fiaances cf the State, the bigest honour conferred upon 
him being that of Commander of the Order of Francis Joseph, He leaves one 
daughter, who is married to Herr Gustav von Mauthner, Director of the 
Creditanstilt. A day previously Baron Marco Morpurgo died at Trieste, His 
high stitus in the commercial world may be gathered fom the fact that from 
1878 till 1891 he was President of the Austrian Lioyd’s. He resigned in the 
latt»r year after he had concluded the new contract between that Company and 
the Government, At one t:me also he was a Direct or of the Southern Railway 
and Consul-General for Brazil. Oa the 4th March there passed away at 
Nyiregyhaza Dr. Ignaz Heumann, who was one of the moat energetic of the 
Council engaged in the defenca of the Jewish prisoners in the fimous Tisz:- 
Eszlar “ blood accusation” trial. Nearly all the Hangarian papers (the Clerical 
naturally excepted) have published eulog'stic biographies in which they declare 
wit) remarkable unanimity that on the occasion of these trials Dr. Heumann 
not only saved the honour of Jadaism, bat also the honour of Hangary, 
Lastly, there has died at Buda-Pesth Herr Samuel Rothfeld, who for more than 
forty years was engaged in a journalistic carser, He was at one time chief 
editor of the Pest-r cloyd ; later on he fourded the Vngarischen L'oyd, and 
subs*quently he acted as correspondent to the Neue Freie Presse of Vienna,

Herr Heinrich Neumann, who died a short t me ago in Berlin, bas left 
200,000 marks as a fund whereby to enable poor members of the Jewish 
community to obtain houses at moderate rents,

Calvary, Linsenstr, 31) willappear 
six times a year, and the annua! subscription will be six shillings, The first part 
has just been published, and is full of bright promise. ‘Lhe list cf new works, 
with the useful details appended, the important little monographs, the stray 
notes—in all of these points the new series bids fiir to outrival the old. It is 
far better printed than its predecessor, Every success tv the new movement. 


I have received two or three specimen copies of the first number which are 
at the disposal of those who think that they may wish to subscribe to this most 
useful work. 

The next inttalment of Professor Bacher’s great work on the Agada will te 
ready before the end of March. It will be a volume of nearly 3) pages, Prof. 
Bacher’s whole work on the Agada deserves translation into English. It would 
be a good idea for the American Publication Society, 


Prof. H. L. Strack’s latest book,‘ Abriss des bibliechen Aram iisech” (Leipzig : 
J, C, Hinrichs, 1896), possesses all the usual merits of his work, It isremarkably 
concise, consisting cf less than 5) pages, but it is very thorough. Like his 
Hebrew Grammar, it may be pronounced the most compendious text-book which

Having made a reputation as a geologist and as an educational leader in 
Canada, Sir J. W. Dawson teems anxious to risk it in the field of theology. To 
lovera of apologetics, his Eden Lost and Won (London, Hodder and Stoughton, 
1305), will no doubt prove a pleasing gift. Luse the word “ gift " designedly, for 
the volume is so beautifully printed and bound that it is essentially a gift-book, 
Sir J. W. Dawson's work is directed “ against the aggressive forses cf agnortc 
philosophy and destructive criticism.” But the book has nothing of weight 
to offer, except it be the further sign it provides of the deep impression 
which the Bible continues to make upon men of science, And Sir J, W. Dawson 
is in the right when he says of the first chapter of Genesis :-— 

We have here a consistent scheme of the development of the sular system, especially 
of the earth, agreeing in the main with the results of modern astronomy and geology. It 
would not be easy even now to construct a statement of the development of the world in 
popular terms so concise and so accurate. )

Full of the most fascinating facts on folk-sustom, Mr, E, Sidney Hartland’s 
‘ Legend of Perseus”’ (Vol. IL, 1895, D. Nutt) should be studied carefully by 
those who are invest gating Jewish customs, Mr, Har‘land says (p. 373) that 
‘the Levirate marriage has only become obsolets among the Jews in Europe 
during the last three centuries,” In one sense it has never become obsolete: 
but, in the real sense of the wc rds, it has been obsolets for more than 1,000 yearr, 
Monogamy was inconsistent with it, The Karaites, it is interesting to mention, 
explained the Levirate marriage to mean that the widow was to be wedded by 
a more distant relative than her brother-ir-law. ) oy © 


Mr, David Christie Murray, the novelist, coptribat»s a most pathetic and 
deeply interesting sketch to the current number of the !vck/y Sun dealing with 
the piteous fate of an outcast Russian Jew, Mr, Murray styles his story “ On 
the Edge of Freedom—an episode in the history of an unnecessary human 
item,” and sets forth with ivfini e feeling the vicissitudes of Moses Lowenstein 
‘an ugly small creature—bred in dirt and poverty and deep ignorance and gross 
superstition.” Nevertheless, in spite of his innate unattractiveness, the 
sympathy cf the reader is skilfully excited for the hapless creature driven forth 
with other Russian Jews across the frontier to Germany. There is a halt in 
Berlin, and poor, ignorant Lowetstein, thinks his trials are over and that he has 
at length found a home, but his castle in the air is rudely shattered, for he and 
the other exiles are shipped to the Unitad States, suffering every misery on the 
voyage, Toen a Rabbi, who speaks Moses’ own dialect, talks to him and tells 
the unhappy creature that America is the country cf Freedom and Liberty, and 
once again fills the exile’s stant2d soul wit visions of a beautiful future, but at 
Ellis Island, where he is examined, the Governors hearing that he has no friends, 
no money, and no work, declare he must be sent back again. “ His native 
country had thrown him out-of-doors, Free Germany had thrust him out-of- 
doors, Now these Great United States had thrust him out-of-doors. . .. . 
He was super flaous, wholly ; not wanted anywhere—not anywhere to be allowed: 
endured, tolerated.” So with striking force Mr, Murray paints the pitiful 
position of Moses Lowenstein thus sent back again t » Europe, aod the figure of 
the sickly, miserable, Russian tailor is but a type for the figure of every perse- 
cuted Russian Jew criven from home and country. Mr. Murray has written 
mapy notable novels, but this brief sketch, penned with so sympathetic a touch, 
brings a lump to the throat of Jewish readers, and heightens in marked degree 
an already lofty reputation. L, E. B.

iogenious paraphrase of that ancient Jewish prayer, called by Christians the 
Lord's, Here a mocking note is so deftly interwoven with the texture of the 
version that the meaning of the poet at first escapes notice in withetic ep) >y- 
ment of the poem.
